FOR VETERANS. PREDICTED 


Chairman of House Committee Says 
Money for Loans Will Be 
Voted Soon.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.-—Imme- 
diate appropriation of $200,000,- 
000 to meet demands for payment 
on veterans’ loan certificates was 
predicted. today by Representative 
Byrns, new chairman of the House 
Appropriations Committee. 

Byrns. a Democrat, disclosed the 
veterans administration has rec- 
ommended the eppropriation to 
ineet obligations under the legisla- 
tion last session aMowing loans up 
to 50 per cent on service certifi- 
cates. 

“Several Congressmen have come 
to me to say that loans are heing 
delayed. because there is no money 
to make payments,” he explained. 
“Applications are being held up.” 

This appropriation is the only 
one he expects to be enacted before 
the Christmas holidays. 


CITY PAYMENT OF TAXES 
DECREASES BY $352,000 


Figure Up to Last Night Compared 
With That of Corresponding 
Date Last Year. 

Taxes colle ‘el in the city up to 
last night, for 1931, amount to $2,- 
448,562.70, which is $352,162.76 less 
than was recei. -d up to the corre- 
sponding date last year. Decem- 
ber is tiu.e month when most of the 
taxes are collected, Dec. 31 being 
the last day for pay-nent without 
delinquency. 

Collector Koeln said today there 
was a growing tendency among tax- 
payers to adopt the practice of 
those with large tax bills—paying 
on the last day to save interest. De- 
linguent payments are charged a 
penalty of 1 per cent a month. The 
tax levy this year in St. Louis for 
city, State and schools is $35,916,- 
233.14, compared with $35,856,- 
188.69 last year. 


HOUSE TO THROW HOOVER 
MESSAGE OPEN TO DEBATE 


Democratic Caucus Decides on Mode 
of Procedure Not Employed for 
Many Decades.

WASHINGTON, Dec. §.—Presi- 


dent Hoover’s message to Congress 
will be thrown open to debate in 
the House under a plan evolved to- 
day by the Democrats. A _ party 
caucus instructed Floor Leader 
Rainey to seek action to permit 
every member a chance to discuss 
the message. 

This is the first time such a pro- 
posal has been made in several dec- 
ades. It is still practiced in the 
British House of Commons, 

Rainey said he would propose 
the action immediately after the 
budget message was read tomorrow. 


FOR NO TAX ON RELIEF GIFTS 


Secretary Mellon Suggests Way to 
Make Corporations Donate. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—To en- 
courage corporations to contribute 
to unemployment relief funds, the 
Government asked Congress today 
to permit the deduction of such 
gifts from income tax returns. 
Secretary Mellon recommended 
deductions up to 15 per cent of the 
gross income tax of the corpora- 
tion on donations made between 
July 1, 1931, and June 30, 1932. 
The Secretary pointed out that 
such a deduction was already al- 
lowed individuals. The Secretary 
said it was important “during the 
present emergency that contribu- 
tions be had for unemployed re- 
lief from as many private sources 


as possible.”

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DEMOCRATS VOTE 
WIDE REFORM 
IN FIOUSE RULES 


Republican Regulars Finally 
Join With Progressives in 
Adopting Changes by 
402 to 7. 


BITTER FIGHTS IN 
PAST ON “GAGS” 


End Is Put to System Under 
Which .a Few Men Could 
Smother Bills and Prevent 
Ballot.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8. — The 
long-heralded “emancipation” of 
the Hvuse of Representatives oc- 
curred today, when the new Dem- 
ocratic majority, aided by a num- 
ber of Progressive Republicans, 
voted drastic refornis in the noto- 
rious “gag rules” under which the 
chamber has been governed _ for 
many years. It was one of the 
most important events in the his- 
tory of the House since the rebel- 


lion which overthrew Speaker 
Cannon in 1919. 
Notwithstanding that the new 


rules are most liberal which the 
House has enjoyed for a generation, 
the Democratic personnel of impor- 
tant committees indicated that 
Speaker Garner and other party 
leaders are determined to keep a 
fairly tight rein on the members. 
Republicans Face About. 

Finding themselves substantially 
outnumbered by the combination 
of Democrats and Progressives, 
most of the Repubfican regulars, 
after opposing introduction of the 
rules reforms, voted for them. 
The issue really turned on the 
question of whether the House 
would vote on the proposed re- 
forms, and on this issue the count 
was 227 to 194. Seeing themselves 
defeated, the Republicans hastened 
aboard the band wagon, and_ the 
final vote in favor of adopting the 
changes for 402 to 7. 

The old “gag rules” of the House 
have been the subject of bitter 
controversy during most of the 
present century. Among members 
of the present Congress who had 
been active in demanding reform 
were Representatives Crisp of 
Georgia and Cochran of St. Louis, 
Democrats; La Guardia, New York, 
Progressive, and Kvale, Minnesota, 
Farmer-Laborite. 

One Significant Change. 

The most significant item of re 
form is designed to give the House 
the opportunity to vote on impor 
tant or popular measures, and to 
end the system under which a few 
men could smother bills and reso 
lutions by preventing them from 
coming to a vote. 

Under the new rule, in case any 
standing committee refuses to re- 
port a measure which has been be 
fore it 30 days, a petition signed 
by 145 members of the House will 
be sufficient to discharge the com 
mittee. The House will then vote 
on whether it desires to take up 
the measure. Another vote will be 
required to pass it. 

Under the old rules, even if a 
committee reported a Dill, the 
Speaker and a majority of the 
Rules Committee could still pre 
vent a vote on it by the simple de 
vice of the Rules Committee failing 
to report out a special rule for its 
consideration, and by the Speaker 
declining to recognize any member 
who wished to take it up. 

Can Invoke Petition. 

Under tne new code, when a com- 
mittee reports a bill and the Rules 
Committee fails to report a special 
rule for its consideration, the peti- 
tion method can be invoked to dis- 
charge the Rules Committee and 
bring the matter before the House. 

A few years ago the present Re- 
publican House leader, Representa- 
tive Snell of New York, who was 
then chairman of the Rules Com- 
mittee, figured in an episode which 
is responsible for still another re- 
form. Over his opposition the com- 
mittee reported a special rule to 
take up certain legislation. Snell 
solved this dilemma by putting the 
ruje in his pocket and sailing for 
Europe. 

The new rule provides that, when 
the chairman of the Rules Commit- 
tee fails within two days to report 
a rule as directed by the commit-

JUSTICE HOLMES’ 30TH YEAR 
ON THE U. S. SUPREME BENCH 


Has Been a Judge for Half Cen- 
tury; Remarks on Ninetieth 
Birthday Recalled. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, prominent in law 
as was his father in ietters, enters 
today upon a year rounding out a 
half-century of judicial service. Co- 
incidentally. December marks also 
entrance upon his thirtieth year On 
the Supreme Court bench. 
He expected to be at work on 
the forty-ninth anniversary of his 
elevation to the bench in Massa- 
chusetts, for, as he expressed it on 
his’ ninetieth birthday in the 
spring: 
“The race is over, but the work 
never is done while the power to 
work remains. The canter that 
brings you to a standstill need not 
be only coming to rest. It cannot 
be, while you still live. For to live 
is to function. That is all there is 
to diving.” 
Since Dec. 8, 1882, Justice 
Holmes has served continuously as 
Judge, State or Federal. He had 
been Justice of the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court for 17 
years and Chief Justice for three 
years when he was appointed to 
the Supreme Court by President 
Roosevelt in 1902. 


MANCHESTER GUARDIAN RAKES 
LEAGUE ON CHINESE CRISIS 


Says Covenant Has Failed as Com- 
pletely as Belgian Treaty 
in 1914. 


MANCHESTER, Engiand, Dec. 
8.—The Manchester Guardian, En- 
gland’s Liberal newspaper, which 
has been a stanch supporter of the 
League of Nations since its organ- 
ization, today in an editorial vigor- 
ously attacks the handling of the 
Manchurian crisis by the League 
Council. 
“The 


miserable efforts of the 
League to deal with the Man- 
churian problem,” the Guardian 
gays, “has only served to make it 
contemptible in the eyes of the 
world. 

“While ‘the Council has been 
making itself ridiculous in Paris, 
Japan has been busily engaged in 
destroying every vestige of Chinese 
authority in Manchuria. 

“The great Powers, to their 
shame, have not even seriously pro- 
tested against it, let alone resisted, 
this state of affairs. 

“The League covenant has failed 
to save China from Japanese ag- 
gression as completely as a treaty 
failed to save Belgium from Ger- 
man aggression in 1914.”

The foregoing are but a few of 
the proposals laid by the President 
before the Seventy-second Congress 
in his report on “the state of the 
Union.” 

For Government Revenues, 

As for Government revenues, the 
President said the conclusion was 
inevitable, from the magnitude of 
the present and the prospective 
deficit, that “we must face a tem- 
porary increase in taxes.” 

Joined with a determined effort 
to cut Government expenses, this 
tax increase, he said, should be 
imposed as an emergency measure, 
to be definitely ended two years 
from next July. He promised to 
throw further light on the financial 
situation in his budget message, 
which probably will be laid before 
Congress tomorrow. 

The President pointed out that 
the Government hal incurred «4 
deficit of c bout $903,000,000 in the 
fiscal year ended June 30 last. 

Since this included the amount 
devoted to statutory reduction of 
the public debt, the net increase in 
the debt was $616,000,000, of 
which sum, the President said, 
$153,000,000 was offset by addi- 
tional cash balances in the Treas- 
ury. 

He estimated that for the current 
fistal year, owing to the sharp fall 
in Federal receipts and to greatly 
increased expenditures, the deficit 
under the present tax laws would 
run to the staggering totel of $2, 
123,000,000, which would mean, 
after allowing for statutory debt | 
retirement, a net increase in the 
public debt of about $1,700,000,000.

After three ballots in which 
neither George H. Moses of New 
Hampshire, the Republican candi- 
date, nor Senator Key Pittman of 
Nevada, the Democratic choice, 
was able to muster a majority of 
those voting, the Senate adjourned 
for the day. 

Most of the Republicans in re- 
volt against Moses were members 
of the independent bloc hich was 
termed by Moses “sons of the wild 
jackass” in the last session when 
they joined in a coalition with the 
Democrats on the tariff. 

The Democratic minority of 42 
votes stood solidly behind Pittman. 

The Republicans gave _ their 
votes to Norris, of Nebraska; Mc- 
Nary, of Oregon; Jones, of Wash- 
ington; Capper, of Kansas, and 
Moses. 

The Republicans voting against 
Moses are: Borah and Thomas, of 
Idaho; Norris and Howell of Ne- 
braska; Blaine and La Follette of 


Wisconsin: Capper, of Kansas; 
Couzens, Michigan; Cutting, of 
New Mexico; Nye and Frazier, 


North Dakota and Jones, Wash- 
ington. 

The vote on the first ballot was: 
Moses 33; Pittman (Dem.) ‘Nevada, 
43; Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, 7; 
McNary (Rep), Oregon, 5. After 
the first ballot McNary withdrew, 
saying he did not want the office. 
Chairman Jones of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, usually a regular 
Republican, voted for McNary. 
La Follette, Sepublican, Wisconsin, 
chose Norris. Senator Norbeck of 
South Dakota, one of the independ- 
ents, voted for Moses. Norris voted 
“present.” 

Congress delayed for some time 
today before it settled down to 
listen to the reading of the Presi- 
dent’s annual message. Both Sen- 
ate and House kept messengers 
waiting more than an hour while 
debate went on.

tee, any member of the committee 
can do so. 

Committee Meetings. 

Another important reform aims 
to prohibit committee chairmen 
from arbitrary refusals to call com- 
mittee meetings. It provides that 
standing committees shall convene 
on fixed dates, and that, when a4 
chairman shall refuse the request 
of any three members to call a 
special meeting, a majority can 
meet without a call, choose a pre- 
siding officer and proceed to busi- 
ness. Refusal of chairman to call 
special meetings to consider preéess- 
ing business, especially in the clos- 
ing days of sessions, when time is 
vital, aroused much bitterness un- 
der the Republican regime. 
The new rule for discharging 
committees on petition of 145 
members also applies to commit- 
tees named to confer with Senate 
committees on disputed . legisla- 
tion. Refusal of House conferees 
to report once blocked passage of 
the Norris bill providing for Gov- 
ernment operation of the Muscle 
Shoals electric plant. 

Presented by Crisp. 

In presenting the new rules to 
the House today, Representative 
Charles R. Crisp, Georgia, their au- 
thor, reminded Republicans that 
he had proposed the same reforms 
at the last session, and had seen the 
Republicans reject them. He com- 
mented ironically upon their pres- 
ent willingness to accept most of 
them, and inquirod “Whether the 
change was due to the fact that 
Republicans had become the minor- 
ity party. 

“I have long looked forward to 
a day,” he said, “when a Demo- 
critic House, under a Democratic 
Speaker, would adopt a code of 
rules enabling the membership to 
function as a free and representa- 
tive body.” The statement was 
greeted by loud cheering from 
Democratic members and Repub- 
lican progressives. 

The veteran Georgia legislator 
said the reforms proposed by him 
had no purpose except to restore 
majority rule to the House; to af- 
ford members an opportunity to 
consider legislation when it was 
proposed, and to insure votes on 


important measures. He ‘couldn't 
see how anyone could object to 
that. 


No More Sitting on Léd. 


Representative Pou, North Caro- 
lina, new Democratic chairman of 
the Rules Committee, told the 
House he favored the adoption of 
the Crisp proposals, including that 
providing for discharge of the 
Rules Committee. 

“As long as I am chairman, there 
will not be any more sitting on the 
lid,” he said. “Nevertheless, the 
discharge rule is a fair onc, and I 
have no objection to it.” 
Recounting dictatorial episodes 
under the old rules, Pou told him 
he once saw a chairman of the 
Rules Committee report and obtain 
the adoption of a special rule which 
was found subsequently to provide, 
not only for the consideration-of a 
bill, but also for its passage. 
Representative Snell, the new 
minority leader, reddened several 
times as Crisp and Pou proceeded, 
It was during the reign of the “Iron 
Triumvirate,” composed of Snell, 
former Republican leader Tilson, 
and the late Speaker Longworth, 
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race horse owner,.

Chief Kaiser testified that after 
Berg’s return the police were in- 
formed that one of the kidnapers, 
known as Curtis Eyerkuss, could 
be found in a grocery at 1820 
North Twentieth street. This proved 
to be Medlock, also known as 
Eyerkuss. Although Chief Kaiser 
did not.say so, it has been stated 
previously that the names of the 
kidnapers were noted on a memo- 
randum found in Richards’ pocket 
after his arrest a few hours after 
Berg’s return. 

Medlock, Chief Kaiser revealed, 
was the man who first directed the 
police to the kidnapers’ flat. De- 
tectives accompanied him to the 
Easton avenue place at 5 o’clock 
on the morning of Nov. 12, the 
second day after Berg’s return. 
Medlock told them he had thrown 
away the key to the place, so that 
the police had to get a ladder and 
enter a second floor window. 

Medlock’s Statement to Police. 

In the style of all statements to 
the police, Medlock’s began with 
questions and answers concerning 
his’ name, address and the names

“HUNGER MARCHERS” 
START HOME IN COLD 


Trucks That Carried 1500 to 
Washington Crowded to 
Capacity. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Shiver- 


ing in the cold, 1500 demonstrators 
jammed into trucks and automo- 
biles today for a long drive back 
to their widely separated homes. 
They carried with them the un- 
heard petitions that they had in- 
sisted on delivering personally to 
the President and to Congress. 
More than 20 of the vehicles in 
which they came had driven away 
without them and for the return 
journey they were crowded into the 
vehicles that remained until every 
inch of space was occupied. In 
some cases men were forced to 
stand on their long journey home. 
But there were shouts of “We'll 


be back again” as the caravan 
rumbled away. 
Police, who yesterday repelled 


their attempted invasion of the 
Capitol and the White House, es- 
corted them to the District of Co- 


lumbia lfne. Despite the cold. 
some still sang their marching 
songs. 

Before the caravans, one of 


which headed for Baltimore and 
the other for Cumberland, Md.. 
and the West, departed, bunches of 
bananas, baskets of apples and 
loaves of bread were distributed. 
The marchers were awakened early 
and breakfast was given them. 

Meetings along the route back 
home were planned to tell the 
workers of other cities the results 
of the march. Meanwhile, tele- 
grams came into the White Housé 
demanding that the Government 
grant not only the marchers’ re- 
quests for immediate cash relief, 
but protection on their return jour- 
ney. Five of the messages came 
from Toledo, O., and the rest from 
the Middle West. 

One from Chicago, signed by 
Carl Lockner, said 60(C0 workers as- 
sembled at a mass meéting pro- 
tested “‘against the refusal of Con- 
gress to listen.”

in the report. Medlock told Chief 
Kaiser he lived at 2701 North 
Ninth street, was unmarried and 
had an interest, with his father and 
brother, in a grocery and meat 
market at 1811 North Twentieth 
street. 

Heuer was referred to through- 
out as Charlie, and Barcume as 
Dick, according to a notation early 
in the statement. Peak, he de- 
scribed as “what is known in police 
parlance as the ‘finger man.’” And 
“there was another man, a lawyer, 
whom I had never seen, who was 
supposed to come out the morning 
after Berg got back and give me 
$11,000.” 

“I first met Peak,” Medlock told 
the police, “‘at a poultry house over 
in East St. Louis. We were drink- 
ing there and got into a conversa- 
tion. I don’t remember what it 
was about. He was asking me 
about my business and things like 
that. 

“I took him back across the river 
in my car—at least, it’s by broth- 
er’s car, a new Ford coach. And 
I let him out at the Fish Dealers’ 
Association, in the 5700 block of 
Easton avenue, on the north side 
of the street.”’ 

’(He.er, as has been told, was 
attempting to re-establish the 
moribund St. Louis Fish Dealers’ 
Association along the lines used by 
Chicago racketeers. Since his ar- 
rest, fish dealers, some of whom 
had been given to understand they 
could “join or else,” have heard 
nothing more about the -eorgani- 
zation.) 

‘‘Propositioned” About Case. 

“Well, I made an appointment 
to meet him again,” Medlock’s 
statement continues. “All this was 
about a month or three weeks be- 
fore the kidnaping. I met him at 
St. Louis Park, in the 2200 block 
of North Market street, and he 
propositioned me about the Berg 


case. Dick was with him. But 
they didn’t tell me Mr. Berg's 
name. 


“Charlie said he had this case— 
that is, I understood it was Peak’s 
job and he had had it for a couple 
of months and had tried to get 
somebody else to do it before we 
did. We talked in the park for two 
or three hours. What each man 
was to do. I was to drive and they 
had the guns. 

“We were to park downtown and 
watch him leave. My car was the 
only one except Charlie’s Chevrolet. 
Charlie said he had trailed this 
man several times and sometimes 
there were other men with him 
part of the way and sometimes he 
was alone with the chauffeur. 

“Then we made arrangements 
about a place to keep this man. 
We looked out in the country first 
and Dick said he knew a place on 
Easton avenue. So we went to get 
it. This fellow Peak was giving 
Charlie tips on when to take him. 
He reported Berg was out of town 


over the week-end and we would 
have to wait. 
“So we rented the flat. Charlie 


and I put up $30 deposit, we each 
paid $15. He went with me to rent 
it and we talked to the owner, Mr. 
Kramer, for about 10 minutes. 

“On the Monday before the kid- 
naping, which was on a Friday, I 
went back for a key to the place. 
I asked Kramer if the heat was 
turned on and said we would prob- 
ably. move in in a day or two. 

“Oharlie Had the Information.” 

“I didn’t know Berg’s name up 
to this time. I think t was the 
Thursday before the kidnaping that 
we met at. the flat and Charlie had 
the information. Up to that time 
Charlie was telling me nothing. I 
didn’t find out Mr. Berg’s name un- 
til after we had him up at the 
flat. 

“Charlie had the information that 
Mr. Berg was to have been.in Mr. 
Peak’s apartment the night before. 
It didn’t seem right to me, but 
that was the way I understood it. 
Charlie told me Mr. Peak used to 
come up there right often. (The 
statement carries no explanation 
of what is meant by the last sen- 
tence.) 

“As I remember, we stayed at 
the flat two nights before the kid- 
naping. I know I went home Fri- 
day morning. I got up about 9. 
Charlie got up and left about 7:30 
I understood he went over to the 
Fish Dealers.’ He had to show up 
there. And I took a bath and went 
on home, where I live with my 
mother and dad. Then I went over 
to the store. I sold my interest in 
it to my brother about a month 
before the kidnaping because I had 
been hurt in an accident. 

“I just loafed around all day 
and about 4:30 I left for the flat in 
my brother, Van's, Ford coach. I 
got there first, and when Charlie 
and Dick came, I let them in. 
“We had to get in the car right 
away and go downtown. All this 
time I still didn’t know it was Berg 
we were after. I drove and we 
went down and parked on Main 


street south of Olive facing north. 


Heuer was in the back seat and 
Dick Barcume was in front with 
me. There was a car stopped 
around the corner where we could 
see it and the chauffeur got out 
and went into the building there to 
get Mr. Berg. . 

Charlie Points Out Berg’s Car. 

“Charlie said: ‘That’s the car 
sitting there. He’s ready to leave 
now.’ Then Mr. Berg and two 
more men came out and got in the 
car. The chauffeur got in first 
and one of the other men opened 
the door for Mr. Berg. They drove 
east to Main street and made a 
left turn, going north to St. Charles 
and then west. 

“We kept about half a block be- 
hind them. They went west to 
Twelfth, and then over to Locust 
and out Locust to Jefferson. The 
two other men got out and Mr. 
Berg was alone in the car except 
for the chauffeur. The car went 
on west to the fork at Channing 
avenue and over to Lindell. We 
kept following. 

“We got out Lindell to some 
street where there was a stop light 
and a street car track (Euclid 
avenue) and then we passed that 
about 200 feet, the traffic got so 
‘thick that everybody was stopped. 
There was traffic all ground us. 
We were about 20 feet away from 
| Mr. Bere’s car. Charlie and Dick 
got out and ran up and got in Mr. 
Berg’s car. Charlie got in back 
with Mr. Berg and Dick with the 
chauffeur. 

“J couldn’t hear any conversa- 
tion and I didn’t .ee any commo- 
tion. Mr. Berg’s car went west to 
Kingshighway ané then north. I 
followed close behind. I wasn’t 
afraid of the chauffeur seeing my 
license number in his rear vision 
mirror because my lights were on 
and when the lights are on, you 
can’t see the front license of a car. 

Not Noticed by Policemen. 

“We weren't noticed by any po- 
licemen as we drove uv: to Hall's 
Ferry road. I just kept my,eye on 
Mr. Berg’s car and followed along 
behind it. I couldn’t tell you the 
route we took because we changed 
from street to street.” 

“Hadn't you arranged that Berg 
was to be shot if anything hap- 
pened to attract the attention of 
the police?” he was asked. 

‘No, sir,” was the reply. “It 
was understood he was not to be 
harmed in any way. I arranged to 
my own satisfaction in the last con- 
versation I had with Charlie and 
Dick before we went downtown. 

“Well, the goggles were put on 
him sometime before we stopped 
on Hall’s Ferry road. His driver 
was told to get out of his car and 


walk away. Then they told me to 
turn my car around. I turned 
in front of Mr. Berg’s car and 


headed back toward town. 

“While we were there a couple 
of cars passed us but no one paid 
any attention. I didn’t get out of 
my car. They brought Mr. Berg 
over and put him in my car and 
Charlie got into the back seat with 
him. 

“Dick tried to turn Mr. Berg's 
car around, so the chauffeur 
couldn't follow us, but he got it 
in the ditch and killed the motor, 
and couldn't start it again. So 
then Dick got into the front seat 
with me. 

Route Back to the Flat. 

“IT drove to Goodfellow avenue, 
I think it was, and thén north to 
West Florissant avenue, and then 
to Union. We went over Union, thén 
turned east on a side street, and 
came out on Academy a block or 
two south of Easton. Then I turned 
into the alley behind the flat and 
stopped at the back yard. 

“We all got out. I guess I got 
out first and went in first, because 
I had the key. I lit the lights in 
the flat and then Charlie and Dick 
led Mr. Berg in. It was dark in 
the yard and on the stairs, but we 
all had flashlights to find our way. 


Mr. Berg still had on his taped gog-| 


gles and he had to be led along. 

“I stayed at the flat about 30 
minutes. Mr. Berg asked me to 
call his wife and I got his telephone 
number from him. Then I went 
over to East St. Louis by way of 
the Eads Bridge. 

“This was about 7 o'clock. I 
went into a drug store at Collins- 
Ville and Missouri (avenues) and to 
a phone booth and I called Mrs. 
Berg. 

Phone Call to Mrs. Berg. .. 


“T told her I was calling in re- 
gards to her husband and he was 
being held for ransom and he was 
being treated all right and that 
she would be called later on about 
connections. We didn’t have any 
connection (for ransom) up to that 
time. 

“When I was still in the flat Mr. 
Berg had asked to write a letter 
to his wife. Charlie dictated it to 
him and they gave it to me to mail. 
The letter said he was all right and 
would be home in a few days.” 

Identifies Copy of Note. 

Here Medlock identified a fac- 
simile copy of the note in the Post- 
Dispatch of Nov. 11 as a represen- 
tation of the note written at that 
time. This note, he continued, had 
been given to him to mail in East 
St. Louis, presumably to give the 
Berg family the impression Berg 
was held on the East Side. 

“Well, I mailed that letter in a 
mail box in front of the drug 
store,”’ he continued. “Then I went 
back to St. Louis. On the way down 
the alley I had noticed a ‘For Rent’ 
sign on a garage back Of a con- 
fectionery on the southeast corner 
of Academy and Easton. 

“Bo I stopped off and rented this 
Sarage for $1 for the week. Then 
I went to the flat. 

“Charlie and Dick had sent out 
for some sandwiches and tea. They 
were in one of the rooms and Mr. 
Berg was aitting alone in the mid- 
dle room, eating. He still had 6n 
his taped goggles. : 
“About 10 o’clock he was moved 
into a hall room in the front of 
the place to go to bed. I imagine 
Dick must have moved him. He 
took off his pants and shoes and 


went to sleep. We arranged to 
take shifts watching. I think Dick 


Pad 


took the first watch. He was to 
be on duty for three hours.” | 

“What conversation was. there 
about ransom before Mr. Ba.g went 
to bed?” Medlock was asked. 

“Well, Charlie and Dick and me 
had figured on this fellow Peak to 
get the ransom, but the day after 
the kidnaping we found out that 
his place had been held up or raid- 
ed or something. Anyway, he got 
messed up and couldn’t get the 
ransom.” 

“He was held up or raiued?” on 
of the policemen asked, knowing 
nothing of such an occurrence. 

“It was something like that,”’ 
Medlock replied. “Anyhow, it was 
all messed up, This fellow at the 
La ,Salle Hotel (Peak’s residence) 
had told us Berg was worth a mil- 
lion dollars when we got the tip 
from him about the kidnaping, but 
he couldn’t come thréugh on get- 
ting the ransouin., 

“Weli, the first night before Mr. 
Berg went to bed-we had. several 
conversations with him about ran- 
som but he intimated he wasn't 
worth any money, at all. 

“That night I think I took the 
second watch. Mr. Berg seemed to 
be sleeping but he woke up once 
and asked what time it was. Char 
lie and Dick had taken his watch. 
Another time he woke up and 
asked for some water and I got it 
for him. 

“The next day, that was Satur- 
day, I got up about 7 o'clock. Char- 
lie was on guard and Dick was 
still asleep. Mr. Berg was asleep 
too. He didn’t get up until about 
nine. 

“After a while I went out and 
got some stuff for lunch. I got 
ham, bacon, eggs, coffee and tea 


at a store at Wells and Acad- 
emy. An elderly man waited on 
me there.” 


Medlock said that he, Heuer and 
Barcume had all taken dishes to 
the flat and that he himself had 
taken a blanket. 

“Saturday morning we al] 
breakfast there. 


ate 
Charlie (Heuer) 
did the cooking. We ate in. the 
kitchen and Mr. Berg ate in the 
middle room, all at the same time. 
I think we gave him bacon and 
eggs. 

“Mr. Berg didn't seem to be very 
talkative that morning and I 
didn’t discuss anything with him. 
He. didn’t seem to be very worried 
or frightened, either.” 

Medlock said that Heuer left the 
flat at 9:30 o’clock on the morn- 
ing after the kidnaping to “make 
the (ransom) connections.” 

“I understood it was either to 
be through Peak or some friend of 
Peak, but the plans fell through 
and Peak couldn’t carry out his 
part. It had something to do with 
a holdup or raid on a place Peak 
had or on a place Peak’s friend 
had.”’ 

Medlock said that the disruption 
in plans led to other conferences 
between Barcume and Heuer as to 
procedure. 

“I heard Dick and Charlie talk- 
ing then about making soine con- 
nections through a lawyer. Char- 
lie was gone from the flat all day 
Saturday and came back about 4:30 
o'clock in the afternoon. We all 
had supper there that night. 

“Mr. Berg went to his room 
about 9 o’clock and Charlie and I 
took up a watch outside his door. 
I took the first one, lasting until 
about 1 o'clock in the morning. I 
sat right outside his door and may 


have dozed off at one time or an- 
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other. Mr. Berg didn’t make a 
sound. 

“TI got up about 5 or 6 o'clock 
in the morning and relieved Char- 
lie. Mr. Berg got up about 9 
o’clock and had breakfast—bacon 
and eggs and coffee probably. We 
gave him anything he asked. We 
got him newspapers, magazines 
and fruit. He laughed when he 
read that he was being called a 
millionaire fur dealer in the news- 
papers. 

“That day he talked to Charlie 
about getting in touch with Mr. 


Harris and told Charlie to go to’ 


him and have him raise the money 
and turn it over to Mr. Levinson. 
But Charlie said he preferred to 
do things in his own way. 

“On Sunday night Mr. Berg 
wrote two letters, one to Mr. Lev- 
inson and one to this other law- 
yer (Richards). I didn’t mail the 
letters and didn’t see them so 1 
didn’t know who the other law- 
yer was.” 

“I was left there Sunaay night 
with Mr. Berg. I talked to him a 
little and he said it would be easy 
for us to get about $20,000 and get 
it over with. We talked some 
about héw that could be brought 
about by getting in touch with Mr. 
Levinson. 

“Mr. Berg did not say anything 
about his family during our talk, 
and he never mentioned that he 
was under a doctor’s care, but he 
had a little box of medicine and 
asked for a glass of water, so he 
could take the medicine.

Witness at Inquiry Declares 
He Was Approached by 
Inspector Soon After Set- 
ting Up Still.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8 — An 
avowed bootiegger testified before 
the Hofstadter Legislative Commit- 
tee today regarding alleged ‘ar- 
rangements” he had said he had to 
make with former Police Inspector 
Thomas W. Mullarky in order to 
operate his business. 

Befcre the witness, Mayer Ox- 
handler, took the stand, Samuel 
Seabury, counsel! of the committee, 
told the committee that he pro- 
posed to offer evidence having to 
do with “the police relations with 
the liquor traffic in Queens.”

FOUND DEAD IN LOCKED 
GARAGE; WALLET GONE 


Groome Whittelsey, Auditor, 
Apparently Carbon Monoxide 
Victim; Inquiry Continued. 


An inquest in the death of 
Groome Whittelsey, a _ traveling 
auditor for Armour & Co., whose 
body was found in his locked ga- 
rage in the rear of 3548 Victor 
street at 5:45 p. m. yesterday, was 
Ordered continued until tomorrow 
by Coroner Dever to permit fur- 
ther investigation by police. 

An autopsy disclosed that Whit- 
telsey died of carbon-monoxide 
poisoning, and that there are no 
marks Of injury on the body, His 
widow, Mrs. Marie Whittelsey, with 
whom he lived at 3551A Victor 
street, testified his wallet, which 
contained $260 when he left home 
yesterday morning, is missing. She 
said he was preparing to leave on a 
business trip today, and had drawn 
the money for expenses. 

The body was found by Louis 
Nerl, 3608 South Compton avenue, 
a grocer’s clerk, who heard the en- 
gine of Whittelsey’s machine run- 
king in the garage while driving 
through the alley. Investigation 
disclosed that the garage had been 
locked from the outside with a 
padlock, and it was necessary to 
pry off the clasp before entrance 
could be gained. The janitor of an 
apartment house, in the rear of 
which the garage is located, testi- 
fied that a door leading into the 
yard had not been used in five 
years, and locks from the inside.

CHICAGO MAYOR APPEALS 
TO LEGISLATURE FOR HELP 


Declares Action Is Necessary to 
Save State and Local Govern- 
ments From Collapse, 

By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Dec. 8.—De- 
scribing the situation in Chicago 
and Cook County as “more alarm- 
ing than any this body has had to 
face. within my memory,” Mayor 
Cermak” of Chicago today pleaded 
with the joint session of the Illi- 
nois General Assembly to forget ev- 
éry “personal and partisan consid- 
ération”’ and to “save the Govern- 
ments—State and local—from com- 
plete collapse.’’ 

After outlining the seriousness of 
the financial breakdown of the va- 
rious governments in Cook County, 
the Mayor urged immediate action 
to prevent “demoralization.’’ He -ad- 
mitted that any relief supplied by 
the special session would be only 
temporary, but asserted that even 
temporary relief is an absolute ne- 
cessity. 

“As I see it,”” Mayor Cermak said, 
“the necessary relief measures fall 
into four major divisions,” and he 
enumerated, “First, reduction of 
cost of government, enactment of 
emergency , legislative fiscal meas- 
ures, reorganization of the taxing 
system; and fourth, laying of plans 
for such home rule for Cook Coun- 
ty as ultimately will enable it to 
consolidate the vast horde of taxing 
bodies. 


TOBACCO AUCTIONS STOPPED 


Shelbyville (Ky.) Warehouse Own- 
er Beaten in Growers’ Demon- 
stration. ,

SHELBYVILLE, Ky., Dec. 8.— 
The proprietor of a burley tobacco 
warehouse was knocked down and 
kicked in the head today during a 
demonstration against-low prices 
which resulted in suspension of 
opening sales at two warehouses 
here. 

The sales had been in progress 
a short time at the growers’ ware- 
house when farmers protested 
against the refusal of buyers to bid 
on lower grades of tobacco. Prices 
on the early sales had ranged from 
$2 to $16 a hundred pounds. The 
growers cheered a speech, in which 
one of their members stated the 
farmers were being robbed. When 
Harry D. Martin, one of the pro- 
prietorss of the warehouse, sought 
to placate the growers, he was at- 
tacked. He then halted the sale. 
The growers then went to the Star 
warehouse, where, after a short 
time, the sale was stopped.

LEGION HEAD SEEKS DRY VOTE, | 
$25,000,000 FOR VETERANS 


Requests Laid Before President 
Hoover by National Commander 
Henry L. Stevens. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—A re- 
quest for a prohibition referendum 
and an additional expenditure of 
more than $25,000,000 a year for 
veterans’ relief was laid before 


President Hoover by Henry L. 
Stevens, national commander of 
the American Legion. 

The requests were embodied in 
the Legion's legislative program for 
the present Congress. In addition 
to he annual expenditure it re 
quested an appropriation of about 
$40,000,000 for the construction of 
hospitals holding 11,677 beds. 

The program he submitted con- 
sisted of eight points. Among 
them were réquests for allowances 
for widows and orphans regardless 
of “service-connected death,” esti- 
mated to cost more than $10,000,- 
000 a year, reduction of interest on 
veterans’ adjusted compensation 
loans, estimated to amount to 
$12,000,000 a year and a provision 
for outpatient medical treatment 
regardless of service connection, 
estimated to cost around $6,000,000 
@ year.

THROUGH AGES AT 
CONVENTION HERE 


Dr. Beruheed “Wolf Wein- 
berger Displays Pictorial 
History—Paul Revere’s 
Ads Recalled. 


A pictorial history of dentistry 
throughout the ages, assembled by 
Dr. Bernhard Wolf Weinberger of 
New York, ig on view at the seven- 
ty-fifth anniversary meeting of St. 
Louis Dental Society being held at 
Hotel Jefferson. 

From the teeth of the prehis- 
toric Neanderthal man, who lived 
40,000 to 60,000 years ago, down 
through the anatomical drawings 
of them amazingly versatile Leonar- 
do da Vinci and copies of corre- 
spondence between George Wash- 
ington and his dentist, to illustra- 
tions of the latest developments of 
dental practice, the severa] hun- 
dred pictures present a compre- 
hensive outline of the science, 

There are reproductions of the 


dentistry, of the title pages of the 
first: books published on the sub- 
ject, of the advertisements of Pay) 
Revere and other Colonial dentists, 
drawings of the first implements 
used, and innymerable other fea- 
tures. 

Dentist’s Reply to Washington. 

A photograph of a double set of 
false teeth which wag worn by 
George Washington is shown with 
@ facaimile of a letter written by 
the firet President in 1798 to John 
Greenwood, hig dentist, suggesting 
changes to be made to improve the 


jappearance and usefylness of the 


teeth, 

Greenwood’s reply began: “I 
send you enclosed two sets of 
teet.., one fixed on the old barra 
in part, and « * set you sent me 
from Philadelphia, which, when I 
received, was very black, occa- 
sioned either by your soaking them 
in port wine, or by ‘your dripk- 
ing it.”’ 

Greenwood added some advice on 
care of the teeth, suggesting that 
Washington should leave them in @ 
glass of water overnight, and ad- 
ding that his fee would be $15. He 
wrote that he was considering 
moving te Connecticut and perhaps 
giving up dentistry for some other 
line of work. Washington, in re- 
ply, expressed satisfaction wih his 
services, and said he hoped Green- 
wood would inform him if he went 
te Connecticut, as he intended to 
have him do his dental work even 
if he should abandon his practice, 

Paul Revere’s advertisement, in 
an old Colonial paper which ap- 
peared five years before his cele- 
brated midnight ride, set forth that 
his experience in making artificial 
teeth was such that “he flatters 
himself he can. fix them in such 
manper that they are not only an 
ornament, but of real use in 
speaking and eating.” 

Decay in. All Ages. 

Dr. Weinberger, who spoke at 
last ‘night’s session, said evidences 
of disease and decay are found in 
the teeth of all peoples, even the 
prehistoric, indicating that this is 
not a condition caused by modern 
foods and methods of living. The 
first evidence of resterative dentis- 
try, he said, is not found in ancient 
Egyptian civilization, ag commonly 
supposed, but in the Etruscan, in 
Northern Italy, between 400 and 
1000 B, C. 

Gold erowns and bridge work, 
comparable to the best modern 
work have been found in skulls 
there, Dr. Weinberger said. Exca- 
vations in Ecuador, he added, have 
brought te light skulls in which 
teeth have been successfully trans- 
planted and implanted, an opera- 
tion seldom attended by success 
even with modern knowledge and 
skill. 

On the program in which Wein- 
berg discussed the history of den- 
tistry, Dr. Charies Mayo of the 
Mayo Clinic at Rochester, Minn., 
spoke of its present status. Amerti- 
ca, he said, leads the world in den- 
tistry and dental training, with one 
dentist te every 1700 persons, 31 
dental schools listed as Class A by 
the Dental Educational Council of 
America, and eight placed in Class 
B 


“Dentistry,” he said, “has been 
develeped markedly in the last two 
decades through increasing organi- 


j gation, better dental training, bet- 


ter equipment and support by an 
aroused public appreciation. 
“Tdttle Things” Cause Death. 

“Ages ago those of the medical 
profession who took up the art of 
dentistry broke away from the gen- 
eral profession, and this separation 
for a time was more and more com- 
plete. Now the two professions are 
coroperating more and more. Con- 
stantly increasing co-operation be- 
tween physicians and dentists is 
now manifest idividyally and in 
group medicine. 

“The great majority of all deaths 
result from infection, either acute 
or chronic. The things that we die 
of are little things in the begin- 


'jning, and the mouth has its place 


in furnishing bacteria as a cause 
of disease eleewhere in the bedy, 
Therefore, it is of the greatest im- 
portance for the dentist and the 
physician te make an intelligent 
search for foci of infection and to 
make an earnest endeavor to co- 
relate their observations, 

“Now there is a big cry that the 
death rate is increasing among 
older people. This is true because 
we have more older people. The 
age limit hag been advanced, and 
they must die of something. That 
cancer is on the ‘nereage ia looked 
on as a failure of me‘icine, but 
when we realize that only 5 per 
cent of cases of cancer afflict peo- 
ple of less “than 35 years of age 
we see that there must be more 


people whe now shave reached the 
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earliest attempts at restorative. 


age when degeneration of various 
tissues is commonly found and 
later cancerous change appears. 

“The present average age of 
man, given as 68 years, seems 
about as high as it will become if 
we depend only on pwre water, 
pasteurized milk, inspected foods, 
quarantine of infectious diseases 
and all that can be done to pre- 
yent disease. We are now dying 
an individual death, not @ collec- 
tive death from epidemics, Health 
depends on what one does, not on 
what one knows. Health and pro- 
longation of life are in one’s own 
hands.” 

Future of Dentistry. 

Dr. C, N. Jackson of Chicago 
spoke of the future of dentistry, 
‘contending that it had made its 
greatest progress after being sep- 
arated from medicine and holding 
that it should continue to develop 
apart from medicj~e. Its greatest 
usefulness, he gaid, will be in the 
field of public education, care of 
children’s teeth and preventive 
work, 

At the opening session today case 
reports of 18 unusual dentel con- 
ditions were presented by dentists 
who had met with them in their 
practice. Dr. Barnum  S8rown, 
curator of the American Museum 
of Natural History in New York, 
gave an illustrated lecture at the 
noon luncheon on the subject 
“Hunting Big Game of Other 
Days.”"" Dr. Brown excavated the 


Hall of Fossil Reptiles there was 
built under his supervision. 
Pre-School Dentistry. 

Dr, Frank A, Delatarre of Bos- 
ton, former president of the Amer- 
ican Academy of Dental Science, 
spoke yesterday on the need for 
pre-school age dentistry. An ex- 
amination of 9562 freshmen at a 
large university, he said, had dis- 
closed 3803 cavities and 2811 other 
dental tinperfections. A survey of 
3000 8-year-old children in Mas- 
sachusetts showed an average of 
six cavities and 1.8 abscesses per 
child, In a manufacturing town 
in the same State 261 children 
about to enter schoo] averaged 8.9 
cavities and one abscess, 

“The only hope of successfy] 
control,” Dr. Delabarre said, “lies 
in the application of dental atten- 
tion to the early years of childhood 
immediately after the eruption of 
teeth, Pre-schoo] dentistry-—there 
is no other alternative,” 

It has been estimated, Dr. Dela- 
barre said, that the time required 
to care for teeth of a child from 
2% years until it becomes 18 would 
be no more than that needed to 
put the teeth of an 18-year-old 
freshman into passable condition 
through extensive repairs. 

Dr. ©, Carroll Smith, supervisor 


}Of the dental department of public 


schools in Peoria, Ill., in a radic 
talk today described the work done 
there. It has resulted, he said, in 
better health and scholarship, 
Much of the work is educational, 
as it wags not thought practical to 
undertake restorative dentistry, for 
which children are sent to their 
family dentists, 
Proper Food Values. 

“Proper food values are 
stressed,” Dr, Smith sald, “It is 
wood to keep the teeth in repair, 
but to avoid dental decay it is 
necessary to eat wisely. Food ele- 
ments that prevent the formation 
of decay in the teeth of children 
are provided in a diet containing 
an ample supply of milk and its 
products, plenty of fresh fruits ‘and 


beef, with a limited amount of 
suger, along with plenty of sun- 
shine, exercise and fresh air.”

443,000,000, and the sum of the 
figures representing net increase 
in the national debt is $3,248,000,- 
000. 

Recourse to Borrowing. 

These statistics led the President 
to his “inevitable conclusion” that 
taxes must be increased. He added, 
however, that the deficits should 
be covered only in part by new tax- 
ation; recourse must be had also 
to continued borrowing. He did not 
say in what proportions the money 
should be raised by taxation and 
by borrowing. 

“It is my view,” he said, “that 
the amount of taxation should be 
fixed so as to balance the budget 
for 1933 except for the statutory 
debt rétirement. Such Government 
receipts would assure the balancing 
of the following year’s budget, in- 
cluding debt retirement.” 

The great deficits, said the Pres- 
ident, required the adoption of “‘de- 
termined and courageous policies.” 
He attributed them, in the main, 
to the heavy decrease in tax re- 
ceipts as a result of the depression 
and to increased expenditures on 
construction, agriculture and vet- 
erans’ relief. 

Reconstruction Corporation. 


As one of the main items in his 
program to “expedite our recovery” 
from the depression, the President 
recommended the establishment of 
a reconstruction corporation. He 
said that it might not be necessary 
to use this extensively but that the 
very fact of its existence would 
strengthen confidence. Part of the 
capital stock of this corporation 
would be subscribed by the Treas- 
ury and it would have authority to 
issue its own debentures. Its pur- 
pose would be to “liberate the full 
strength of the nation’s resources” 
by granting credits where they 
were most needed-—credits to ag- 
ricultural agencies, to established 
industries, railways, banks and so 
on. Such advances would “protect 
the credit structure’ and stimulate 
employment.” 

The President said the Chief ob- 
stacles now in the way of econom- 
ic recovery were “credit paralysis,” 
the plight of the railroads and dis- 
turbed conditions abroad. 

“If we can put our financial re- 
sources to work and can ameliorate 
the financial situation in the rail- 
ways,” he said, ‘I am confident we 
can make a large measure of recov- 
ery independent of the rest of the 
world. A strong America is the 
highest contribution to wor’: stabil- 
ity.” 

It was the aim of all his recom- 
mendations, he said, to meet the 
needs of the country through our 
existing institutions. He wished to 
avoid the “entry of Pie 
ment into competition with private 
business.” 

Other Special Proposals. 
Specific proposals in addition to 
that of the Reconstruction Corpo- 
ration included: 

(1) Subscription by 
Treasury of further capital 
the Federal land banks. 

(2) Some method by which a 
portion of the deposits locked 
in. closed banks may be made 
quickly available to depositors. 


the 
to 


(3) Establishment of a sys- 
tem of home-loan discount 
banks, as suggested in the 


President's statement last month. 

(4) Extension of the eligibil- 
ity provisions of the Federal 
Reserve act, as already recoim- 
mended. 

(5) Revision of the banking 
laws, to the end that deposits 
Shall be better safeguarded and 
the flow of credit made “less 
subject to storms.”’ 

(6) Examination by Congress 
of the “important practical 
questions” raised by the great 
increase in postal savings de- 
posits. 

(7) That the railways, whose 
financial welfare isa ‘‘of primary 
importance to economic recov- 
ery,” be given a more effective 
opportunity to reduce costs 
through consolidations, and that 
competitors of the railways be 
brought under regulation. 

(8) That Congress take under 
consideration the amendment— 
not the repeal—of the anti-trust 
laws, paying special attention to 
industries in which “destructive 
competition produces great 
waste of natural resources.” 

Electrical Power Regulation, 

Under the heading of legislation 
other than that proposed in § his 
emergency program, the President 
recommended: 

(1) That a further appropria- 
tion of $200,000,000 be made to 
meet necessary payments on sol- 
diers’ bonus certificates, but that 
ho new obligations for relief of 
veterans be incurred until the 
country has recovered from the 
depression. 

(2) That interstate electrical 
power be made subject to “ef- 
fective regulation” by the Fed- 
eral Power Commission. 

(3) That further reorganiza- 
tion of the Federal departments, 
in the interest of economy and 
efficiency, be undertaken, in- 
cluding reorganization of the 
Shipping Board and the transfer 
of a portion of its functions to 
the Department of Commerce. 

(4) That all the building and 
construction activites of the 
Government be gathered to- 
gether in an independent estab- 
lishment, under the President, to 
be known as the “Public Works 
Administration.” 

(5) That the immigration and 
deportation laws be astrength- 
ened, 

Shoals and Other Messages, 
The President dismissed the 
Muscle Shoals question with the 
statement that he was sending to 
Congress the report of the commis- 
sion appointed by him and the 
Governors of Alabama and Ten.- 
nessee. This report, which recom. 


jmends tho’ leasing of the shoals 
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bill approved vy the last Congress 
and vetoed by the President. 


Four special messages were 
promised by the President—one on 
foreign relations, in which he will 
discuss the moratorium and related 
topics; the budget mvussage, due to- 
morrow; a third on reorganization 
of the Government departments, 
and a fourth on means of strength- 
ening criminal law enforcement. 

In a general statement on tne 
depression at the beginning of his 
message, the President said that 
‘the stresses and strains upon busi- 
ness have resulted in closer appli- 
cation, in saner policies and in bet- 
ter methods.” He described our 
recurrent depressions as ‘“transi- 
tory,’ and said that from each of 
them the nation had emerged with 
“increased strength and virility.” 


Armament Limitation. 


On the subject of armament lim- 
itation, which he touched but brief- 
ly, the President said that our 
agreements with other nations im- 
plied ‘“‘the gradual expansion of the 
deticient categories in our navy.” 


But he expressed the hope that fur- 
ther relative reductions would be 
possible, and he added that “if 
the world is to regain its standards 
of life, it must further decrease 
both naval and other arms.’’ 

-He reviewed the disturbed con- 
ditions in other parts of the world 
and attributed to them, in large 
degree, the depression in the United 
States. In seeking to bring about 
our own recovery, he said, it was 
necessary that the United States 
co-operate with other nations in 
efforts to restore world stability. 

The Manchurian trouble, he said, 
had given the United States great 
concern. The: Government intend- 
ed to adhere to its policy of help- 
ing to find a solution within the 
spirit of the Kellogg pact and .the 
treaties asguring the territorial in- 
tegrity of China. 

Discussing measures already 
taken to meet the domestic emer- 
gency, the President said there had 
been the least possible interference 
by Government in the economic 
field, and that only in temporary 
form. 


He said there had been a “mag- 
nificent display” of co-operation 
by citizens and by local govern- 
ments. A large majority of indus- 
trial concerns, he said, had “main- 
tained wages at as high levels as 
the safe conduct of their business 
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would permit.” As a result, the 
depression had been free from in- 
dustrial conflict and disorder. 

He called attention to the large 
curtailment of immigration by 
executive action. 

Relief for Distressed. 

He said that, through the Pres!- 
dent's organization for unemploy- 
ment relief, public and private 
agencies were “successfully mo- 
bilized last winter to provide em- 
ployment and other measures 
against distress,” and that similar 
organization “gives assurance 
against suffering during the com- 
ing winter.” 

After setting forth his recom- 
mendations, the President issued a2 
general admonition against meas- 
ures that “would jeopardize those 
principles which we have found to 
be the basis of the growth of the 
nation.” 

“If our economic system does not 
match our highest expectations at 
all times,’’ he said, “it does not re- 
auire revolutionary action to bring 
it into accord with any necessity 
that experience may prove. It has 
successfully adjusted itself to 
changing conditions in the past. It 
will do so again.’”’

LCCREMOVES 
RESTRICTIONS ON 
RAIL RATE RISE 


$100,000,000 Surcharges 
Are to Remain in Effect 
Not Longer Than March 
31, 1933. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Rec. 38.—Vir- 
tually unrestricted permission to 
the country’s railroads to increase 
freight rates by more than $100,- 


00¢,000 had been given today by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, 

“he extra charges are to remain 
in effect not longer than March 
81, 1933. 

The commission 
authorized without restraint the 
placing of surchages on _ freight 
bills of all products except major 
agricultural crops. It also with- 
drew restrictions requiring pool- 
ing of proceeds. 

As soon as he was officially in- 
formed today R. H. Aishton, chair- 
man of the Association of Railway 
Executives, called a meeting of 
that organization for Friday, Dec. 
11 to decide what they will do. 
The commission in October re- 
fused to allow a 15 per cent rate 
increase but outlined a plan which 
it would approve. 

This called for surcharges of $3 
and $6 a car on some types of 
freight and 1 and 2 cents per 100 
pounds on others, the proceeds to 
be pooled and given needy lines to 
pay bond interest. Yesterday's de- 
cision changed the per car sur- 
charges to 6 and 12 cents a ton. 

At the time of its original deci- 
sion the Commission estimated that 
these surcharges would net be- 
tween $100,000,000 and $125,000,- 
000 a year. 

The new ruling leaves the roads 
free to apply their own lending 
plan, relying on them to apply the 
funds to aid needy lines. 

The commission found it had no 
jurisdiction over loans by and be- 
tween common carriers, and ruled 
it would “neither approve nor dis- 
approve either the loaning plan or 
the agency” the carriers have said 
they expect to set up. 

The surcharges may now be put 
into effect as soon as the railroads 
can file tariffs with the commis- 
sion. They may ask for permission 
to make them effective on one or 
two days’ notice or they can give 
the statutory 30-day notice. The 
commission has said it will grant 
applications for immediate intro- 
duction of the raises. 

Pooling Pian Opposed. *~ ~ 
The pooling plan had met drastic 
opposition from the railroads. Their 
attorneys pointed out that, while 
pooling was legal, the commission 
had no power to force any line to 
accept it, 
railroad executives had been in- 
formed their stockholders could 
hold them personally responsible 
for funds voted as gifts to other 
lines. 

The commission decided to re- 
voke its previous limitations by a 
vote of 7 to 4. 3 

The increased rates may apply 
on practically all shipments ex- 
cept farm products. It is estimat- 
ed ‘that they will yield $100,000,- 
000 to $125,000,000 a year new 
revenue. 

The commission authorized a 
two cent per hundred pounds in- 
crease on less than  carload 
freight, removing an exemption on 
such freight for hauls of 175 
miles or less contained in the or- 
iginal decision. It also changed 
surcharges previously set at $3 
and $6 per car to 6 cents and 12 
cents per ton. 

Other conditions laid down in 
the 15 per cent case are retained 
including the specificatio: that 
the increases are to be regarded 
as temporary and that they shall 
expire March 1, 1933. 

Dissenting Opinion. 

Commissioner Lee, although 
concurring in the majority report 
wrote a special opinion in which 
he expressed the opinion that the 
commission's pooling plan was 
preferable to the carriers’ loan 
plan. He said the railrtads should 
be required to make loans to 
needy carriers at a nominal in- 
terest rate and without security. 

Commissioner Eastman wrote a 
dissenting opinion in which Mc- 
Manamy, Porter and Mahaffie 
concurred. He contended the com- 
mission’s pooling plan was legal. 
The commission majority, he said, 
was exchanging a “sound plan” 
for an “inferior s»bstitute” with 
the evident “fear that if the com- 
mission should adhere tv the pool- 
ing plan, that plan might be re- 
jected and the commission there- 
upon be held responsible for fi- 
nancial difficulties which might 
then ensue.” 

“It is submitted,” he continued, 
“that there is no solid ground for 
such fear. The carriers have been 
very careful to refrain from any 
final rejection of our plan; they 
have contented themselves with a 
presentation of the legal obstacles 
said to stand in the way of its ac- 
ceptance. * * * It may be asserted 
with confidence that under all of 
the circumstances there would be 
no final rejection in the conditions 
which now exist. But even if this 
were not so, it is submitted that 
the sole responsibility of this com- 
mission is to propose a lawful and 
reasonable plan which will meet 
the situation effectively. If the 
carriers should be unwilling to ac- 
cept such a plan in the spirit of 
co-operation in time of national 
distress which the shippers have 
already manifested, that would be 
their responsibility—not ours.

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WILBUR DEPLORES TENDENCY 
TO SADDLE PROBLEMS ON U. S. 
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Secretary of the Interior, in Report, Says Most 
of Them May Be Solved Much 
Closer to Home. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Secre- 


tary of the Interior Wilbur decried 
to the Presidént today the central- 
ization of powers in the Federal 


Government. Wilbur's annual re- 
port is a treatise on “The necessity 
for removal of responsibility for lo- 
cal problems from Washington to 
communities in which they exist.” 
Wilbur is skeptically of talk 
about a Federal Department of Ed- 
ucation. He praises the policies for 
local autonomy® advocated last 
month by the ‘National Advisory 
Committee on Education, and said: 
“The revommendation that they 
be furthered by creation of a Fed- 
eral Depart.ment of Education de- 
serves further study. My expe- 
rience with Federal bureaus and 
departments does not encourage 
the belicf that, once created, de- 
centralization becomes their goal. 

Pithy Excerpts From Report. 

Wilbur, who is president of Le- 
land Stanford University in Cali- 
fornia, in the Cabinet on leave 
combines the approach of the 
scholar with the punch of the 
paragrapher, Some pithy excerpts 
follow: 

“Many of today’s problems of 
Government belong many hundred 
miles closer to the people than is 
the city of Washington. 

“In 11 of our states a great part 
of all the land is owned by a land- 
lord from two to three thousand 
miles away who has done nothing, 
to protect his neighbors from the 
floods, erosion and other conse- 
quences of allowing overgrazing on 
his own lands. 

“In every state there is a locally 
conceived and locally administered 
school system which has come 
more and more under the influence 
of the Federal dollar. 

“In the conservation of oi] and 
gas there is just beginning to be a 
realization that 10 oi] producing 
states are trustees for the nation 
and must themeselves act. 

“In 20 of our states are scat- 
tered 390,000 citizens who are set 
apart from their white neighbors 
}in their relationship to the state, 
and whose property is largely ad- 
ministered from Washington be- 
cause they have not been taught to 
own it. 

ProMems Solved at Home. 

“If we neéded any reminder of 
the benefits of the traditional 
American system (in education) 
we can look to the Federal experi- 
ment in the control of Indian edu- 
cation and thank Providence that 
our educational troubles are solved 
at home and not at Washington. 

“Prejudice, bad advice, or lack 
of brains, may temporarily flood 
any educational enterprise; but a 
ship with 48 compartments is hard 
to sink. 

“We have set a definite goal for 
the Indian Service—that it shall 
work itself out of a job in 25 years. 
We ..-.~- to accomplisn in the_next 
quarter century the breaking-down 
of the cement which has been set- 
ting for four times that period. 

“In Indian affairs for a hundred 
years the wheels of Federal ad- 
ministration have worn 2 deeper 
and deeper rut of dependence. 


“There is no good reasons for 


maintaining separate schools and 
health programs for Indian boys 
and gir!; when the state already 
provides them. 

“We have no desire to capture 
any more In¢c!~ns.” 

Commenting on the report of the 
Public Domain Comruiission, Wil- 
bur said tha‘ control of grazing is 
vitally necessary to preserve the 
carrying capacity of the range and 
prevent floods, 

~ “@ongress,’’ he says, directing his 
attack in another direction, “has 
never authorized either the Land 
Office or the states to protect 
these lands. 

“Now, before it is too late the 
choice must be made between the 
agencies that are to do the job. 
The Western states are grown to 
maturity and are alive to the 
problem. But if Congress is un- 
willing to let them solve it, it 
should let the National Govern- 
ment do it. Both are helpless 
now.” 

Wilbur voices his belief in the 
reclamation service, recently un- 
der attack. 

“Reclamation of public lands to 
date,” he says, “has added only 
about three-fourths of 1 er cent 
to our national crop area, but has 
added $1,761,929,000 ‘> the pur- 
chasing power of the West.” 

The bright spot in the use of 
public lands, Wilbur goes on, was 
the establishment of the national 
parks. This task, - »wever, he does 
not consider finished und urges 
that the Grand Teton ani Great 
Smoky Mountain areas be complet- 
ed as soon as possible. 

In the field of oi] and gas con- 
servation, Wilbur says he looks for- 
ward “with some hope” to a per- 
manent working arrangement sanc- 
tioned by Congress which would 
include the following elements: 

An adequate conservation agency 
in each state enforcing within its 
boundaries conservation laws 
which are uniform in principle 
with those of other major produc- 
ing states; 

An interstate advisory board con- 
Sstantly studying supply and _  de- 
mand and fixing periodic quotas 


for production by the various 
states; 
An interstate compact under 


which the states agree to appoint 
this Gommittee and enforce these 
quotas, and perhaps agree on cer- 
tain uniform practices of conserva- 
tion; 

A joint Federal and state par- 
ticipation in negotiation with for- 
eign governments for foreign pro- 
duction quotas to correspend with 
our own, s0 that conservation in 
thia countrys will not be tollowed 
by excessive importations or undut 
loss of our export trade. 

“Some form of Federal protec- 
tion of the consumer,” he adds, “in 
this system is necessary.”

LEAGUE FINISHES 
HTS RESOLUTION ON 
MANCHURIAN ROW 


Unsolved Issues Removed 
and Formula Is Said to 
Provide Merely for Com- 


mission of Inquiry. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Dec. 8.—The League of 


Nations Council tonight voted ap- 
proval of its resolution on the Man- 
churian dispute and United States 
Ambassador Charles G. Dawes 


looked over the document in the 
office of Chairman Aristide Briand. 

The resolution provides for a 
commission of inquiry in Manchu- 
ria, but for very little else, it is 
understood. Such issues as remain 
unsolved have been removed from 
the resolution and relegated to the 
declaration which Briand will make 
when it is presented to the full 
Council. 

This action was taken at a pri- 
vate meeting of the 12 neutral na- 
tions. An open meeting of the full 
Council is scheduled for 5 p. m. to- 
morrow. At that time it is hoped 
that the resolution will be adopted 
and the Council may adjourn. 

Dawes has had only indirect 
communication with the. Council 
for the last two weeks. Today, be- 
fore he made the appointment 
with Briand, he had a long tele- 
phone convervation with Washing- 
ton. 


Chinese Students Demonstrate 
Against Nanking’s Policy. 
By the Associated Press, 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 8—Thousands 
of Chinese students left ‘their 
studies throughout China today to 
participate in demonstrations 
against officials whom they 
charged with failing to oppose ag- 
gression by the Japanese in Man- 
churia. They also demonstrated 
for furtheranRice of the Chinese 
boycott agafgst Japanese goods. 

At least 6000 students went on 
a strike here demanding a more 
firm attitude against Japan. At 
Nanking student agitators were es- 
timated to number 10,000 to 15,- 
000, with the lists steadily grow- 
ing in spite of the Government’s 
efforts to return them to their 
home cities. 

In virtually every important 
city in China similar, though 
smaller, demonstrations were held. 
Students in other ecitics outside 
Nanking gave their chief attention 
to attempts to force raflway au- 
thorities to transport them to 
Nanking without charge. Refusals 
of the railway officials led to in- 
terruptions , of traffic in may: 
places. In several tmstances stu- 
dents lay on the railway tracks 
to biock the trains 

There were 180 students in a 
group that commandeered the 
night Shanghai express at Nan- 
king. They forced the engineer to 
open the throttle and the train 


tion along the single track road 
for 190 miles disregarding all sig- 
nals. Before the students realized 
the danger and ~llowed the train 
to go on a siding. The danger of 
collision was only obviated by of- 
ficials who rapidly cleared the line 
of all other traffic. 


Chinese Bandits Rob Train; Amer- 
ican One of Victims. 
By the Associated Press. 

MUKDEN, Manchuria, Dec. 8.— 
L. L. Loucks, an American, Gas 
one of the victims of a train rob- 
bery four miles west of Hsinmintun 
at midnight. L. L. Loucks is man- 
ager of the China-American Export 
‘Co., with headquarters at Tientsin. 

Twelve Chinese bandits stopped 
the train and robbed every passen- 
ger of the 13 cars. After 20 min- 
utes they permitted the train to go 
on. 

W. H. Steele, traffic supervisor 
of the Peiping-Mukden Railway, 
and L. L. Lacey, a Tientsin fur buy- 
er, both Englishmen, also were 
robbed. They and Loucks lost all 


their money, their baggage and 
their overcoats. 
A Japanese newspaper says a 


band of 700 bandits captured and 
looted a big experimental farm near 
Tungliao, operated by Okura & Co., 
one of Japan's richest corporations. 
The employes held out for three 
days, but only a few of them es- 
caped with their lives and those 
had to walk six days and six nights, 
to the nearest railway station. 
When they left, they said, the farm 
buildings were afire. 

Bandit activities were reported 
at Chien Tien-Tai, Chung Hsin-Tai. 
where three Chinese police were 
killed and one Japanese civilian 
was captured, and in the region 
about Tsitsihar.

In 
a number of countries there have 
bcen acute financial panics or 
compulsory restraints upon bank- 
ing. These disturbances have 
many roots in the dislocations 
from the World War. Every one 
of them has reacted upon us. 
They have sharply affected the 
markets and prices of our agri- 
cultural and industrial products. 
They have increased unemploy- 
ment and greatly embarrassed our 
financial and credit system. 

As our difficulties during the 
past year have plainly originated 
in large degree from these 
sources, any effort to bring about 
our own recuperation has dictat- 
ed the necessity of co-operation 
by us with other nations in rea- 
sonable effort to restore world 
confidence and economic stabil- 
ity. 

Co-operation of our Federal 
Reserve System and our banks 
with the central banks in foreign 
countries has contributed to lo- 
calize and ameliorate a number 
of serious financial crises or mod- 
erate the pressures upon us, and 
thus avert disasters which would 
have affected us. 

The economic crisis in 
many and Central Europe last 
June rose to the dimensions of 
general panic, from which it was 
apparent that without assistance 
these nations must collapse. Ap- 
prehension of such collapse had 
demoralized our agricultural and 
security markets and so threat- 
ened other nations as to impose 
further dangers upon us. But of 
hizhest importance was the ne- 
cessity of co-operation on our 
part to relieve the people of 
Germany from in:iminent disas- 
ters and to maintain their im- 
portant relations to progress and 
stability in the world. Upon the 
initiative of this Government, a 
year’s postponement of repara- 
tions and other § intergovern- 
mental debts was brought about. 
Upon our further initiative an 
agreement was made by Ger- 
many’s private creditors provid- 
ing for an extension of such cred- 
its until the German people can 
develop some permanent and def- 
inite forms of relief. 

We have continued our policy 
of withdrawing our Marines from 
Haiti and Nicaragua. 

The difficulties between China 
and Japan have given us great 
concern, not alone for the main- 
tenance of the spirit of the Kel- 
logg-Briand pact. but for the 
maintenance of the treaties to 
which we are a party assuring 
the territorial integrity of Chi- 
na. It is our purpose to assist in 
finding solutions sustaining the 
full spirit of those treaties. 

I shall deal at greater length 
with our foreign relations in a 
later message. 

Co-operation Lessens Shock. 

Many undertaking have béen 
organized and forwarded during 
the past year to meet the new 
and changing emergencies which 
have constantly confronted us. 

Broadly the community has co 
operated to meet the needs of 
honest distress, and to take such 
emergency measures as would 
sustain confidence in our finan- 
cial system and would cushion 
the violence of liquidation in in- 
dustry and commerce, thus giv- 
ing time for orderly readjust- 
ment of costs, inventories, and 
credits without panic and wide- 
spread bankruptcy. These meas- 
ures have served those purposes 
and will promote recovery. 

In these measures we have 
striven to mobilize and stimu- 
late private initiative and local 
and community responsibility. 


Gere 


There has been the least possible 
governinent entry into the eco- 
nomic field, and that only in 
temporary and emergency form. 
Our citizens and our local gov- 
ernments have given a magnifi- 
cent display of unity and action, 
initiative and patriotism in solv- 
ing a multitudé of difficulties 
and in co-operating with the 
' Federal Government. 

For a proper understanding of 
my «recommendations to the 
Congress, it is desirable very 
briefly .to review such activities 
during the past year. 

The emergencies of unemploy- 
nent have been met by action 
in many directions. The appro- 
priations for the continued 
speeding up of the great fed- 
eral construction program have 
provided direct and indirect aid 
to employment on a Jarge scale. 
By organized unity of action, 
the states and municipalities 
also have maintained large pro- 
grams of public improveme.,t. 
Many industries have been pre- 
vailed upon to anticipate and in- 
tensify construction. Industrial 
concerns and other employers 
have been organized to spread 
available work amongst all their 
employes, instead of diseharging 
a portion of them. A large ma- 
jority have maintained wages at 
as high levels as the safe *on- 
duct of their business would per- 
mit. This course has saved us 
from industrial conflict and dis- 
order which have characterized 
all previous depressions. Immi- 
gration has been curtailed by ad- 
ministrative action. Upon the 
basis of normal immigration the 
decrease amounts to about 300,- 
000 individuals who otherwise 
would have been added to our 
unemployment. The expansion 
of Federal employment agencies 
under appropriations by the 
Congress has proved most effec- 
tive. Through the President’s 
organization for unemployment 
relief, public and private agen- 
cies were successfully mobilized 
last winter to provide employ- 
ment and other measures against 
distress. Similar organization 
gives assurance against suffer- 
ing during the coming winter. 
Committees of leading citizens 
are now active at practically 
every point of unemployment, 
In the large majority they have 
been assured the funds neces- 
sary which, together with .ocal 
government aids, will meet the 
situation. 

What Has Been Done in Relief. 

A few exceptional localities 
will be further organized. The 
evidence of the public health 
Service shows an actual decrease 
Of sickness and infant and gen- 
eral mortality below normal 
years. No greater proof could be 
adduced that our people have 
been protected from hunger and 
cold and that the sense of social] 
responsibility in the nation has 
responded to the need of the un- 
fortunate. 

To meet the emergencies in ag- 
riculture the loans authorized by 
(ongress for rehabilitation in the 
drouth areas have enabled farm- 
ers to produce abundant crops in 
those districts. The Red Cross 
undertook and magnificently ad- 
ministered relief for over 2.500,- 
000 drouth sufferers last winter. 
It has undertaken this year to 
administer relief to 106,000 suf- 
ferers in the new drouth area of 
certain Northwest States. The ac- 
tion of the Federal Farm Board 
in granting credits to farm  co- 
operatives saved many of them 
from bankruptcy and increased 
their purpose and strength. By 
enabling farm co-operatives to 
cushion the fall in prices of farm 
products in 1930 and 1931, the 
board secured higher prices to 
the farmer than would have been 
Obtained otherwise, although the 
benefits of this action were par- 
tially defeated by continued 
world overproduction. Incident to 
this action the failure of a large 
number of farmers and of coun- 
try banks was averted which 
could quite possibly have spread 
into a major disaster. The banks 
in the South have co-operated 
with the Farm Board in creation 
of a pool for the better market- 
ing of accumulated cotton. Grow- 
ers have been materially assisted 
by this action. Constant effort 
has been made to reduce overpro- 
duction in relief of agriculture 
and to promote the foreign buy- 
ing of agricultural products by 
sustaining economic stability 
abroad. 

To meet our domestic emer- 
gencies in credit and banking 
arising from the _ reaction to 
acute crises abroad the Nation- 
al Credit Association was set up 
by the banks with resources of 
$500,000,000 to support sound 
banks against the frightened 
withdrawals and hoarding. It is 
giving aid’ to reopen solvent 
banks which have been closed. 
Federal officials have brought 
about many beneficial unions of 
banks and have employed other 
means which have prevented 
many bank closings. As a result 
of these measures the hoarding 
withdrawals which had risen to 
over $250.000,000 per week after 
the British crisis, have substan- 
tially ceased. 

Obstacles to Recuperation. 

The major economic forces and 
weaknesses at home and abroad 
have now been exposed and can 
be appraised, and the time is 
ripe for forward actior to expe- 
dite our recovery. 

Although some of the causes 
of our depression are due to 
speculation, inflation o. securi- 
ties and real estate, unsound

management of financial institu- 


tions, yet our self-contained na- 
tional economy, with its match- 
less strength and resources, 


would have enabled us to recover 
long since but for the continued 
dislocations, shocks and setbacks 
from abroad. 

Whatever the causes may 
the vast liquidation and readjust- 
ments which have taken place 
have left us with a large degree 
of credit paralysis, which, to- 
gether with the situation in our 
railways and the conditions 
abroad, are now the outstanding 
obstacles to recuperation. If we 
can put our financial resources to 
work and can ameliorate the fi- 
nancial situation in the railways, 
I am confident we can make a 
large mjeasure of recovery inde 
pendent of the rest of the world. 
A strong America is the highest 
contribution to world stability. 

One phase of the credit situa- 
tion is indicated in the banks. 
During the past year banks, rep- 
resenting 3 per cent of our total 
deposits have been closed. A 
large part of these failures have 
been caused by withdrawals for 
hoarding, as distinguished from 
the failures early in the depres- 
sion where weakness due to mis- 
management was the larger 
cause of failure. Despite their 
closing, Many of them will pay 
in full. Although such with- 
drawals have practically ceased, 
yet $1,100,000,000 of currency 
was previously withdrawn which 
has still to return to circulation. 
This represents a large reduction 
of the ability of our banks to ex- 
tend credit which would other- 
wise fertilize industry and agri- 
culture. Furthermore, many of 
our bankers, in order to prepare 
themselves to meet possible with- 
drawals, have felt compelled to 
cal] in loans, to refuse new cred- 
its, and to realize upon securities, 
which in turn has demoralized 
the markets. The paralysis has 
been further augmented by the 
steady increase in recent years of 
the proportion of bank assets in- 
vested in long-term securities, 
such as mortgages and bonds. 
These securities tend to lose their 
liquidity in depression or tem- 
porarily to fall in value so that 
the ability of the banks to meet 
the shock of sudden withdrawal 
is greatly lessened and the re- 
striction of all kinds of credit is 
thereby increased. The continu- 
ing credit paralysis has operated 
to accentuate the deflation and 
liquidation of commodities, real 
estate, and securities below any 
reasonable basis of values. 

All of this tends to stifle busi- 
ness, especially the smaller units, 
and finally expresses itself in 
further depression of prices and 
values, in restriction on new en- 
terprise, and in increased unem- 
ployment. 

The situation largely arises 
from an unjustified lack of con- 
fidence. We have enormous vol- 
umes of idle money in the banks 
and in hoarding. We do not re- 
quire more money or working 
capital—we need to put what we 
have to work. 

The fundamental difficulties 
which have brought about finan- 
cial strains in foreign: countries 
do not exist in the United States. 
No external drain on our re- 
sources can threaten our position, 
because the balance of interna- 
tional payments is in our favor; 
we owe less to foreign countries 
than they owe to us; our indus- 
tries are efficiently organized; 
our currency and bank deposits 
are protected by the greatest gold 
reserve in history. 

Our first step toward recovery 
is to re-establish confidence and 
thus restore the flow of credit 
which is the very basis of our 
economic life. We must put some

It is our 
duty to apply the full strength 
of our Government not only to 
the immediate phases, but to pro- 
vide security against shocks and 
the repetition of the weaknesses 
which have been proved. 

The recommendations which I 
here lay before the Congress are 
designed to meet these needs by 
strengthened financial, industrial 
and agricultural life through the 
medium of our existing institu- 
tions, and thus to avoid the en- 
try of the Government into com- 
petition with private business. 


Federal Government Finance. 
The first requirements of con- 


fidence and of economic recov- 
ery is financial stability of the 
I"nited States Government. I 


shall deal with fiscal questions at 
greater length in the budget mes- 
sage. But I must at this time 
call attention to the magnitude 
of the deficits which haive devel- 
oped and the resulting necessity 
for determined and courageous 
policies These deficits arise in 
the main from the heavy de- 
crease in tax receipts due to the 
depression and to the increase in 


expenditure on construction in 


aid of unemployment. aids to 
agriculture, and service to vet- 
erans. 

During the fiscal year ending 
June 30 last we incurred a def- 
icit of about $903.000,000, which 
included the statutory reduction 
of the debt and represented an 
increase of the national debt by 
$616.000,000. Of this, however, 
$253,000,000 is offset by in- 
creased cash balances. 

In comparison with the fiscal 
year 1928, there is indicated fall 
in Federal receipts for the pres- 
ent fiscal year amounting to $1,- 
683,000,000, of which $1,034,- 
000,000 is im individual and cor- 
porate income taxes alone. Dur- 
ing this fiscal year there will .be 
an increased expenditure, as 
compared to 1928, on veterans 
of $255,000,000. Despite large 
economies in other directions, we 
have an indicated deficit, impclud- 
ing the statutory retirement of 
the debt, of $2,123,000,008, and 


an indicated net debt increase of 
about $1,711,000,000. 

The budget for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1 next, after al- 
lowing for some increase of taxes 
under the present law and after 
allowing for drastic reduction in 
expenditures, still indicates a 
deficit of $1,417,000,000. After 
offsetting the statutory debt re- 
tirements this would indicate an 
increase in the national debt for 
the fiscal year 1932 of about 
$921,000,000. 

Temporary Tax Increase. 


Several conclusions are inevit- 
able. We must have insistant 
and ‘determined reduction in 
Government expenses. We must 
face a temporary increase in 
taxes. Such increase should not 
cover the whole of these deficits 
or it will retard recovery. We 
must partially finance the deficit 
by borrowing. It is my view that 
the amount of taxation should be 
fixed so as to balance the budget 
for 1933 except for th- statutory 
debt retirement. £ ch Govern- 
ment receipts would aseure the 
balance of the following year's 
budget, including debt retire- 
ment. It is my further view that 
the additiona! taxation should be 
imposed solely a# an emergency 
measure terminating definitely 
two years from July 1 next. Such 
a basis will give confidence in 
the determination of the Gov- 
ernment to stabilize {ts finance 
and will assure taxpayers of its 
temporary charaeter. «ven with 
increased taxation, the Govern- 
ment will reach the utmost safe 
limit of its borrowing capacity 
by the expenditure for which we 
are. already obligated and the 
recommendations here proposed. 
To go further than these limits 
in either expenditures, taxes, or 
borrowing will destroy confi- 
dence, denude commerce and in- 
dustry of its resources, jeopar- 
dize the financial system, and 
actually extend unemployment 
and demoralize agriculture rath- 
er than ~elieve it. 

Federal Land Banks. 
T recommend that the Congress

authorize the subscription by the | 


the Federal Land Banks to be 
retired as provided in the orig- 
inal act, or when funds are 
available, and that repayments 
of such capital be tre:ted as a 
fund available for further sub- 
scriptions in the same manner. It 
is urgent that the banks be sup- 
ported so as to stabilize the mar- 
ket values of their bonds and 
thus secure capital for the farm- 
ers at low rates, that they may 
continue. their services to agri- 
culture and that they may mect 
the present situation with con- 
sideration to the farmers. 
Deposits in Closed Banks. 

A method should be devised to 
make available quickly to deposi- 
tors some portion of their de- 
posits in closed banks as the as- 
sets of such banks may warrant. 
Such provision would go far to 
relieve distress in a multitude of 
families, would stabilize values 
in many communities, and would 
liberate working capital to thou- 
sands of concerns. I recommend 
that measures be enacted 
promptly to accomplish these 
results and I suggest that the 
Congress should consider the de- 
velopment of such a plan through 
the Federal Reserve Banks. 

Home-Loan Discount Banks. 

I recommend the _ establish- 
ment of a system of home-loan 
discount banks as the necessary 
companion in our financial struc- 
ture of the Federal Reserve 
Banks and our Federal Land 
Banks. Such action will relieve 
present distressing pressures 
against home and farm proper- 
ty owners. It will relieve pres- 
sures upon and give added 
strength to building and loan 
associations, savings banks and 
deposit banks, engaged in ex- 
tending such credits. Such action 
would further decentralize our 
credit structure. It would re- 
vive residential construction and 
employment. It would enable 
such loaning institutions more 
effectually to promote home 
ownership. ‘I discussed this plan 
at some length in a statement 
made public Nov. 14 last. This 
plan has been warmly indorsed 
by the recent national confer- 
ence upon home ownership and 
housing, whose members were 
designated by the Governors of 
the states and the groups in- 
terested. 

Reconsiruction Corporation. 

In order that the public may 
be absolutely assured and that 
the Government may be in po- 
sition to meet any public neces- 
sity. I recommend at an emer- 
gency reconstruction corporation 
of the nature of the former War 
Finance Corporation should be 
established. It may not be nec- 
essary to use such an instrumen- 
tality very extensively. The very 
existence of such a bulwark will 
strengthen confidence. The 
Treasury should be authorized 
to subscribe a reasonable capi- 
tal to it, and it should be given 


authority to issue its own deben- 


tures. It should be placed in 
liquidation at the end of two 
years. Its purpose is that by 
strengthening the weak spots 
to thus liberate the full strength 
of the nation’s resources. 

It should be in position to fa- 


cilitate exports by American 
agencies; make advances to 
agricultural credit agencies 


where necessary to protect and 
aid the agricultural industry; to 
make temporary advances upon 
proper securities to establish in- 
dustries. railways, and financial 
institutions which cannot other- 
wise secure credit and where 
such advances will protect the 
credit structure and stimulate 
empioyment. Its functions would 
not overlap those of the Nation- 
al Credit Corporation. 


Federal Reserve Eligibility. 

On Oct. 6 I issued a “state- 
ment that I should recommend 
to the Congress an extension dur- 
ing emergencies of the eligibil- 
ity provisions in the Federal Re- 
serve act. This statement was 
approved by a_i representative 
gathering of the members of 
both houses of the Congress, in- 
cluding members of the appro- 
priate committees. 

It was approved by the offi- 
cials of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and I understand such an 
extension has been approved by 
a majority of the governors of 
the Federal Reserve banks. Noth- 
ing should be done which would 
lower the safeguards of the sys- 
tem. 

The establishment .of the 
mortgage-discount bar«s herein 
referred to will also contribnte 
to further reserve strength in the 
banks without inflation. 

On Banking Laws. 

Our people have a right to a 
banking system in which their 
deposits shall be safeguarded and 
the flow of credit less subject to 
storms. The need of a sounder 
system is plainly shown by the 
extent of bank failures. I rec- 
ommend the prompt improve- 
ment the banking laws. 
Changed financial conditions and 
commercial practices must be 
met. The Congress should inves- 
tigate the need for separation be- 
tween different kinds of banking; 
an enlargement of branch bank- 
ing under proper restriction; and 
the methods by which enlarged 
membership in the Federal Re- 
serve system may be brought 
about. 

Postal Savings Banks. 

The postal savings deposits 
have increased from about $200,- 
000,000 to about $550,000,000 
during the past year. This ex- 
perience has raised tmportant 
practical questions in relation to 


deposits and investments which 
should receive the attention of 
Congress. 

Railways ~“ressing Problem. 

The railways present one of our 
immediate and pressing prob- 
lems. They are and must re- 
main the backbone of our trans- 
portation system. Their pros- 
perity is inter-related with the 
prosperity of all industries. Their 
fundamental service in transpor- 
tation, the volume of their em- 
ployment, their buying power 
for supplies from other indus- 
tries, the enormous investment 
in their securities, particularly 
their bonds, by insurance com- 
panies, savings banks, benevo- 
lent and other trusts, all reflect 
their partnership in the whole 
economic fabric. Through these 
institutions the railway bonds are 
in a large sense the investment of 
every family. The well-main- 
tained and successful operation 
and the stability of railway fi- 
nances are of primary iimpor- 
tance to economic recovery. 
They should have more effective 
opportunity to reduce operating 
costs by proper consolidation, As 
their rates must be regtlated in 
public interest, so also approxi- 
mate regulation should be ap- 
plied to competing services by 
some authority. The methods of 
their regulation should be re- 
vised. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission has made important 
and far-reaching recommenda- 
tions upon the whole subject, 
which I commend to the early 
consideration of the Congress. 


The —ntitrust Laws. 

In my message of a year ago I 
commented on the necessity of 
congressional inquiry into the 
economic action of the antitrust 
laws. There is wide conviction 
that some change should be made 
especially in the procedure under 
these laws. T do not favor their 
repeal. Such action would open 
wide the door to price fixing. 
monopoly and destruction of 
healthy competition. Particular 
attention should be given to the 
industries founded upon natural 
resources, especially where the 
destructive competition produces 
great wastes of these resources 
and brings great hardships upon 
operators, employes ~nd the pub- 
lic. In recent years there has 
been continued detoralization in 
the bituminous coal, oi! and lum- 
ber industries. I again commend 
the matter to the consideration 
of the Congress. 

Unemployment Problem. 

As an aid to unemployment 
the Federal Government is en- 
gaged in the greatest program of 
public building. harbor, flood 
control, highway, waterway, avi- 
ation, merchant and naval ship 
construction in all history. Our 
expenditures on these works dure 
ing this calendar year will reach 
about $780,000,000 compared 
with $260,000,000 in 1928. 
Through this increased construce- 
tion, through the maintenance 
of a full complement of Federal 
employes, and through services 
to veterans, it is estimated that 
the Federal taxpayer is now di- 
rectly contributing to the liveli- 


hood of :f,000,000 of our citi- 
zens. 
We must avoid burdens upon 


the Government which will cre- 
ate more unemployment in prie 
vate industry than can be gained 
Ly further expansion of employ- 
ment by the Federal Governe- 
ment. We can now stimulate 
employment and agriculture more 
effectually and speedily throug 
the voluntary measures in prog- 
ress, through the thawing out of 
credit, through the building up 
of stability abroad. through.the 
home loan discount banks, 
through an emergency finance 
corporation, and the rehabilita- 
tion of the railways and other 
such directions. 

I am opposed to any direct or 
indirect Government dole.‘ The 


breakdown and increased uneme- . 


ployment in Europe is due in part 
to such practices. Our people 
are providing against distress 
from unemployment in true 
Ainerican fashion by a magnifi- 
cent response to public appeal 
and by action of the local govern- 
ments. 

There are many other subjects 
requiring legislative action at this 
session of the Congress. I may 
list the following among them: 
. Veterans’ Services. 

The law enacted last March au- 
thorizing loans of 50 per cent up- 
on adjusted-service certificates 
has, together with the loans made 
under previous laws, resulted in 
payments of about $1,260,000,000. 
Appropriations have been ex- 
hausted. The administrators of 
veterans’ affairs advises that a 
further appropriation of $200,- 
660,000 is required at once to 
meet the obligations made nec- 
essary by existing legislation. 

There will be demands for fur- 
ther veterans legislation; there 
are inequalities in our system of 
veterans’ relief: it is our national 
duty to meet our obligations to 
those who have served the na- 
tion. But our present expendi- 


ture upon these services now ex- 
ceeds $1,000,000,000 per annum,

Using the Symphony to Advertise. — 
T> the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
T HE st. Louis Symphony Orchestra 


was at its best in its radio broadcast 
Sunday. The sponsoring gr. ips that 
are making the series of 10 programs 
possible are to be commended. However, 
the broadcast was marred by the several 
interruptions to call attention to the civic 
enterprise of the sponsors, and to the 
cultural and business assets of St. Louis. 
The performance of an orchestra of the 
present one’s high caliber reflects credit 
on the city from which it emanates. It 
indicates a high cultura! standard there, 
and the presence of public-spirited citi- 
zens who lend financial suppert to such 
an enterprise. All that is so obvious that 
emphasizing it ruins the effect of the 
musical program. Using the orchestra 
as a background for unvarnished town- 
boosting is a still more unfortunate note. 
Symphony orchestras are frequently 
heard on advertising programs, and to 
this one cannot object, if it is imprac- 
ticable to put them on the air otherwise. 
Last week, for ‘nstance, the Philadelphia 
Symphony played a concert of almost 
two hours, but with only brief and unob- 
trusive announcements identifying the 
sponsor, a radio firm. This is as it 
should be, and a method that doubtiess 
built up more good will for the adver- 
tiser than lengthy harangues would have 
done. A symphony program by radio is 
no fit eccasion for booster speeches. To 
get the best results in their praiseworthy 
purpose of putting St Louis on the map. 
the sponsors of the local series should 
rely on the charms of music and not on 
rsuasiveness of oratory.

POLITICS OR THE COUNTRY. 

Mr. Hoover will be renominated, everybody says, 
and now that Mr. Curtis, after pondering for almost 
a year whether to go back to Kansas and try for his 
old Senate seat or again run for his present office, has 
decided to accept the nomination for Vice President, 
if the party tenders it to him, the only business be 
fore the Republican national convention will be the 
keynote speech and the adoption of a platform. 

Just who will “deliver the keynote” has not 
been publicly announced. Perhaps the orator has 
not yet been chosen. Senator Fess of Ohio, who per- 
formed rather dismally at Kansas City, will hardly 
be asked to repeat, it may be ventured. The situa- 
tion next June, from a strategical viewpoint, will be 
different from that of 1928, or from anything the 
Republican party has ever faced. It will be a task 
for an artist; for Elihu Root, if the years had 
not disqualified him; for Mr. Hughes, if his judicia] 
position did not preclude him. This is not to imply 
that there is no first-rate mind in the Republican 
party except the elder statesman’s and that of the 
Chief Justice, but nobody conspicuously associated 
with Mr. Hoover's administration seems to measure 
up to the effort. 

The nomination of Mr. Hoover, regardless of party 
sentiment, is accepted as unavoidable, on the theory 
that the power of the presidential office is such that 
any incumbent can, if he will, compel his renomina- 
tion. Strictly speaking, such power does not inhere 
in the office; it derives from the unwholesome con- 
dition by which patronage can dictate the delegations 
from the Southern states and from the fact that a 
majority rules in the Republican convention instead 
of the twothirds required Dy the Democrats. The 
latter requirement has been often inveighed against. 
Spasmodic proposals have been made to repeal it. 
It undoubtedly makes for long and lusty rows, and 
conspiracies and figurative daggers, but without the 
two-thirds rule history had been written differently: 
Woodrow Wilson, for example, had, in all probability, 
never reached the White House, nor had Grover 
Cleveland returned for a second term. 

Whether Mr. Hoover is or is not the choice of his 
party today, we do not pretend to say. It may be 
mentioned, though, that the point is debatable. It 
may be doubted, too, if the Republican rank and file 
acquiesces in Mr. Coolidge’s oracular decree that the 
renomination of a President is a party tradition, a 
party obligation and something altogether just and 
righteous. It is nothing of the kind. The presidency 
is, of course, our highest honor, but, even so, it is a 
test of capacity. If the President makes good, let 
him be rewarded. If he does not, the national wel- 
fare, transcending partisah custom or mythology, as 
it indubitably does, requires his dismissal and the 
selection of another. The untrammeled sentiment of 
the party should be the judge. 

We heard of Mr. Hoover's extraordinary equipment 
for the presidency in 1928. There had been romance 
in his career, reputedly great achievements, abun- 
dant material success and experience in internation- 
al affairs, such as no other American had had; which 
was peculiarly needed in the stress and turmoil of 
our post-war world. As to his political sagacity, his 
aptitude for the give-and-take of official business, his 
talent for directing public opinion, for inspiring pub 
lic confidence and enlisting it in his behalf—of this 
nothing was or could be said, for in this he was with- 
out training in the practical sense. As it happens, 
the enormous difficulties his administration has en- 
countered called for political genius of the first or 
der, and in .his he has failed, as so competent and 
impartial a critic as Walter Lippmann has recent- 
ly shown. 

We are far from presuming to assert that Mr. Hoo 
ver is not entitled to another chance. It is possible, 
at any rate, that, in the test of the divided Con- 
gress with which he must now deal, he will rise to 
heights of real leadership. Every citizen who is an 
American first, a political partisan second, will de 
voutly hope so. But it ‘should not be the province 
of sordid patronage to say on whom a party shall 
bestow its greatest preferment. That should be 2 
party’s sacred right, if there be such a prerogative in 
partisan politics. 

What of the vice presidency? Consideration of that 
office may be anti-climax. It is so rated in the at- 
titude of national conventions, but it is an inex- 
cusable and perilous attitude. For Presidents some- 
times die, and the wonder of men in a position to 
appreciate the immense and multiplying duties of the 
office is that anyone can stand up under what Will 
Hays has described as “a man-killing job.” Waiving 
his qualifications for the chief magistracy, in the 
untoward but always possible death of the President, 
Mr. Curtis is now 71 years old. He is in excellent 
health, so far as we know, but the crowde!l days and 
the not infrequent sleepless nights of the White House, 
especially in these trying times, demand a vigor and 
stamina of sturdy middle age. 

It is an hour, we submit, when both maj_r parties 
should think in terms of the nation's security and 
future, and so act. 7

In a yeas that is, for most artistic ventures, in- 
auspicious, to say the least, it is extremely gratify- 
ing to note the ever-increasing popular success of 
the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra. Viadimir Golsch- 
mann, the new permanent conductor, has already won 
a distinct following. Unaided by statistics, it is 
quite plain to old symphony goers that audiences are 
larger than before. And, while Golschmann has been 
winning popular favor, he has also been improving 
the scope and quality of the orchestra. Critics agree 
in praising in particular the string sections for their 
improved singing quality. It is another proof, if 
proof were needed, of the value of the permanent con- 
ductor, who must feel that his own destiny is direct- 
ly involved in the success or failure of an orchestra 
that is his. Although St. Louis will not soon forget 
the charm of Arbos, and the lashing humors of Moli- 
nari, it is well that the Symphony Society has chosen 
& permanent conductor, and one so young and bril- 
Hantly endowed as Golschmann. 
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PASSING OF THE CASTE SYSTEM. 

With the appointment of 12 seamen to sub-lieuten 
ancies, the British Admiralty ucthers in its new plan 
of opening the highest ranks of the navy to enlisted 
men. This step comes so shortly after the mutinous 
conduct of sailors in the British Grand Fleet that it 
might be construed as a sop to Cerberus. It will be 
recalled that the fleet's activity was suspended for a 
time by a sailors’ strike in protest against pay re 
ductions in the lower ranks.

GRAVOIS AND THE MAJOR STREET PLAN. 

Newly widened Gravois avenue is being opened for 
traffic today to provide a new artery from the south- 
west portion of the city to the downtown district. 
Let us be grateful for the completion of this im- 
proveme..t, even though the length of time taken in 
making it an accomplished “act was somewhat wear- 
ing on the patience. Let us also remember that the 
full value of widened Gravois depends upon the com- 
pletion of other units in St.. Louis’ major street plan. 

Some of these units are in »~rocess of realization. 
Market street will be widened in the spring. Work 
has begun on che South Twelfth project, and Mor- 
gan, Natural Bridge and North Twelfth widenings 
may be expected in the near future. However, the 
keystone of the widening program is Third street, 
and until that is fitted into the picture, downtown 
congestion will continue to plague us. 

It is the aim of the major street plan to surround 
the downtown district with a quadrangle of wide 
streets: Twelfth on the west, Third on the east, Mar- 
ket and Morgan on south and north, respectively. Un- 
til Third street is widened and double-decked, in ac 
cordance with the City Plan Commission's design, 
traffic from the other widened thoroughfares must 
slow up as soon as it enters the interior of the quad- 
rangle. 

Improvement of Third street is linked with the 
development of the central river front, which would 
integrate it with Market, Morgan, Gravois and Nat- 
ural Bridge avenues, and also Eads and Municipal 
bridges. The lan contemplates another pressing 
need, the establishment of a large municipal parking 
place. Thus, it would be possible, not only to get 
into lower downtown from any part of the city or 
from the East Side speedily, but also to park con- 
veniently. 

The basic aims of the major street plan should 
be kept in mind. If they are, the saving in time 
which they offer, not to mention other considera- 
tions, will hasten their realization.

St. Louis of yesterday knew Clarence H. Howard as 
a successful money maker, open-handed, with cheery 
manner and altruistic mottoes.

Here. and in his work for the Boy Scouts, he was ful- 
filling the Golden Rule, for he did for many others 
that which he wished might have been done, in his 
youth, for him. 
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ABUSING THE JUDICIAL PREROGATIVE. 

Tempering justice with mercy is one of the noblest 
uses of the judiciary, but in the case of William 
Webb, paroled last Friday at Clayton by Judge Mul- 
loy, it seems to us the judicial prerogative was sorely 
abused. One of the most important facts of the case, 
and one which changed its entire complexion, was not 
made known to the Judge, namely, that Webb was a 
second offender. How is it that a Judge, in absolving 
a criminal like Webb from serving a prison term, 
does not take the slight trouble necessary to inform 
himself about his previous record? | 
Webb last spring stole a car, got drunk, killed a 
man who had stopped on the highway to repair a car, 
left the scene of the accident and figured in a second 
accident in which another man was badly injured. 
When brought to trial, Webb pleaded guilty and re- 
ceived two five-year sentences, to run consecutively, 
one for larceny and the other for manslaughter. On 
the plea that he was never previovsly involved in law 
violation, Webb applied for parole, and Judge Mulloy 
considered him deserving of judicial clemency. How- 
ever, it appeared that Webb pleaded guilty last Sep 
tember to the theft of another car, the charge being 
petit larceny because of the car’s small value, and 
was fined $5. Judge Mulloy claims he had no offi- 
cial cognizance of the previous offense. 
Even if Webb had not been twice guilty of stealing 
automobiles, his death-dealing rampage was of suf- 
ficient gravity, it seems to us, to warrant imprison- 
ment. The ever-mounting toll of motor fatalities is 
of major concern in every city in the United States. 
and for much of it the Webb ilk is responsible. In 
our opinion, Judge Mulloy is guilty of a distinct dis. 
service to the community. 


THE “HUNGER MARCH.” 
The “hunger march” on Washington was no pro- 
test from the people, but a stage- managed demonstra- 
tion to obtain publicity for the Communist cause. 
Its managers had no sound contribution to make to 
the country’s economic troubles, but agitated merely 
for the sake of agitation. As an advertising stunt, 
it was only a tolerable success. The parade was held 
and there were the usual speeches. But Washington 
police kept order and made no effort to break ub the 
affair. Hence no new Communist martyrs were made, 
through the police club or the cell, anc the comrades 
had to be content with a fairly orderly day’s work. 
The right of petition was not denied the demonstra- 
tors, but they failed te make use of it. Police were 
massed, not to throttle protest, but to prevent dis- 
turbances of the peace. It was a rather feeble end- 
ing for what had been widely publicized as a great 
demonstration against the Government. The Com- 
munist cause had been helped along by a blast from 
the National Civic Federation warning Congress of 
the marchers’ wicked purposes. Several towns along 
the line of march also had given encouragement 
by arresting or dispersing the travelers. Washington, 
however, did not give them even the welcome it gave 
the remnants of Coxey’s army in 1894. Those pro 
testants were arrested for walking on the grass at the 
Capitol grounds, while the Communists got free lodg: 
ing and free meals at public expense. And police pro

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Japan’s Treaty Rights in Manchuria 


Regarding herself as heir to Russian rights, won in war of 1904-05, Japan rules South 
Manchurian railroad zones; use of soldiers as railway guards assailed as viola- 
tion of pact; China asserts treaty of 1915 was forced on her, and hence is invalid; 
she will grant no further rights to Japan, and-will resist continued aggression.

position in Manchuria, not by reason of 

treaty rights, but by reason of national 
defense and economic existence. Treaty 
rights constitute the legal basis for a valid 
claim, while national defense and economic 
existence are factors outside of law. Man- 
churia is Chinese territory and China is the 
only nation, legally, to have the right to 
claim a special position there by reason 
of national defense and economic existence. 
Japan may ask China to co-operate with 
her, but she has no right to make China 
respect her special position in Manchuria 
on those two grounds. 

After the Russo-Japanese War, 1904-05, 
by the Sino-Japanese Treaty of Pekin and 
the additional agreement thereto, Dec. 22, 
1905, China consented to the transfer from 
Russia to Japan of (1) the lease of Port 
Arthur, Talien and the adjacent territory 
and territorial waters, commonly known as 
the Kwantung leased territory, and (2) the 
railway between Changchun (Kuangchen- 
Tsu) and all its branches, various rights 
appertaining thereto and the coal mines 
along the railway. The transfer, however, 
had been stipulated in the Russo-Japanese 
treaty of peace, Sept. 5, 1905, but China’s 
consent was necessary to make the transac- 
tion valid. By the Russo-Chinese treaty of 
March 27, 1898, the lease of the Kwantung 
leased territory was for 25 years, until 
March 28, 19238. 

The existence of the alleged “secret proto- 
cols” to the Treaty of Pekin has never been 
proved by Japan or China or any other 
nation, so the alleged stipulation that “the 
Chinese Government engage, for the pur- 
pose of protecting the interest of the South 
Manchuria Railway, not to construct, prior 
to the recovery by them of the said rail- 
way, any main line in the neighborhood of 
and parallel to that railway, or any branch 
line which might be prejudicial to the in- 
terest of the above mentioned railway” has 
no binding force upon China or Japan. 


The secret clause in Articie 6 of the Rus- 
so-Chinese contract for the construction and 
operation of the Chinese Eastern Railway, 
Sept. 8, 1896, which was not revealed until 
1908, stipulates: “The company will have 
the absolute and exclusive right of admin- 
istration of its lands.” Thinking that she 
is the heir to Russian rights in South Man- 
churia, Japan has given an extremely broad 
interpretation to this provision, and has as- 
sumed general political administration, 
which includes municipal administration, 
taxation, police and judicial authority, along 
the South Manchuria and Antung-Mukden 
railways. By the Russo-Chinese agreement 
of May 31, 1924, Russia relinquished a!) the 
rights obtained during the Czarist regime. 
As Russia's heir, Japan is still holding those 
rights in firm grip. Furthermore, in the 
interpretation of the secret clause, Japan 
has asserted the position that she be the 
sole judge. 

Japan alleges the maintenance of railway 
guards in Manchuria is justified on two 
grounds: (1) Article II of the additional 
agreement to the Treaty of Pekin, and (2) 
the necessity under the existing state of af- 
fairs in Manchuria. Article II of the addi- 
tional agreement provides for the with. 
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Joesitic repeatediy has claimed a special 
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drawal of Russian and Japanese troops and 
railway guards from Manchuria and stipu- 
lates that “when tranquillity shall have 
been re-established in Manchuria, and 
China shall have become herself capable of 
affording full protection to the lives and 
property of foreigners, Japan will withdraw 
her railway guards, simultaneously with 
Russia.” 

Since 1917, and especially after the Sino- 
Russian agreement of May 31, 1924, there 
has been no Russian railway guard in Man- 
churia and the Chinese Eastern Railway 
has been policed by Chinese guards. Japan, 
however, has maintained her railway 
guards, despite China’s protest. These so- 
called railway guards are part of the regu- 
lar Japanese army. Instead of being spread 
along the railways, they are concentrated 
at Changchun, Kungchuling, Mukden, Hat 
cheng and Liaoyang. In add'tion to rail- 
way guards, Japan also maintains munici- 
pal police in the railway towns, consular 
police attached to the consulates and regu- 
lar garrison troops in the Kwantung leased 
territory. Due to the fact that the Japanese 
consulates in South Manchuria ave fre- 
quently drawn upon the railway guards to 
reinforce their police, there are Japanese 
soldiers almost everywhere in that region. 


Article II of the additional agreement 
provides only for the withdrawal of foreign 
troops from Manchuria. China has never 
had an opportunity to pBolice the South 
Manchurian Railway, as she should do un- 
der that article, on account of Japan's grip 
on that line. Japan's invocation of that 
article as a justification of the maintenance 
of troops is a violation of the agreement. As 
to the necessity of the existing state of af- 
fairs, Chinese railway guards have succeed- 
ed in protecting the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way and other railways built with Japanese 
capital. There is no reason why the South 
Manchurian Railway should not enjoy the 
protection of Chinese police. 

China has never granted Japan the right 
to maintain police in Manchuria. After the 
Chengchiatun affair in 1917, Japan de- 
manded that it be considered “a corollary 
of the right of extraterritoriality.” The Chi- 
nese answer is: “There is no necessity for 
the establishment of a Japanese police 
force, hence the question of police cannot 
be associated with extraterritoriality, and 
the Chinese Government cr~no* recognize it 
as a corollary. Ever since the conclusion of 
extraterritoriality treaties between China 
and foreign Powers, for several decades, no 
such claim has ever been heard.” On what 
ground can Japan justify the maintenance 
of consular police in Manchuria today? 

Among Sino-Japanese treaties and agree- 
ments, there is nome more notorious than 
the treaty and notes exchanged on May 23, 
1915. The European Powers were then en- 
gaged in a life and death struggie. Japan 
took advantage of the opportunity and im- 
posed upon China the infamous 21 demands, 
Jan. 18, 1915. Not satisfied with a leng 
series of negotiations, Japan presented to 
China an ultimatum May 7. The result was 
a treaty and notes exchanged May 35. At 
the Versailles and Washington conferences, 
China strongly contested the validity of this 
agreement and exchange of notes. Unfor-

SABATINI DISCUSSES 
“SYNTHETIC AUTHORS’ 


British Novelist, Here for Lec- 
-ture, Compares U. S. and 
European Railways. 


Rafael Sabatini, who digs in the 
dust of the British Museum in Lon- 
don and the National Archives in 
Paris for romantic gold, arrived in 


St. Louis today and chatted with 
reporters at Hotel Chase on topics 
ranging from the American sleep- 
ing car to “synthetic authors.” 

To Sabatini, who is to lecture on 
“Fiction in History” at tonight's 
meeting of the Contemporary Club, 
a berth was just “a horrid thing 
behind green baize curtains.” It 
was perfectly natural that the sub- 
ject should be uppermost in his 
mind, for he arrived a little after 
7 oclock from Jowa City, Ia., and 
has a 24-hour trip to face tomor- 
how to New York City. This and 
St. Paul are his “farthest West.”’ 

“We have those horrid things be- 
hind green baize curtains in France 
and England,” he conceded. “We 
call them second and third ciaas, 
and I have no experience of them. 

“Your sleeper drawing room is 
much roomier than ours in En- 
gland or on the Continent. Ours is 
about the size of your compart- 
ment, but it is much more pleasant, 
much fresher. Somehow the Ameri- 
can railroad drawing room seems 
dowdy. 

“The American dining cars, on 
the other hand, are far superior to 
those of Europe. In most of the 
continental countries the food is 
excellent, but there is no selection. 
One cannot order a la carte, as on 
American trains. And in England 
the diners are positively repulsive, 

“The railroad men complain of 
having no traffic—of course, every- 
thing is going to hell—pbut still they 
don’t offer anything to induce more 
travel.”’ 

The author of “Scaramouche the 
King-Maker” said that he had 
planned a trilogy. of which that 
was the second and the final vol- 


ume was still to be written. The 
search, he said with a word of 
sympathy for the students who 


spend their days among the nation- 
al archives, was just like looking 
for gold: “A thousand of us may 
spend our iives in the dust and 
never find anything, and the one 
come along anc dig up a nugget 
ali the rest had overlooked.” 

If someone pointed a pistol at 
his head and demanded a modern 
romantic figure, he : 1iled, Musso- 
lini was the only one who came 
immediately to mind. But, he 
added, “I'ri: not sure that it’s not 
among the physicists that the ro- 
manticists of the future will have 
to look for the romance of our 
age.”” 

“They are 


upsetting and /re- 
building our whole scheme of 


things—our everyday conception of 


the world and our very religion,” 
he added. ‘They're revolutionary 
—and the revolutionist is the es- 
sence of romance.

Rosters May Be Out Down. 
The brewing campaign to abdl- 
ish radio broadcasting of games is 
one of the principal matters that 
is expected to engage the moguls 
in debate.

At my suggestion, the Gover-

At present the Shipping Board 


exercises large administrative 
functions independent of the 
executive.

ture since its foundation. There 
should be created in that depart- 
ment a position of Assistant Sec- 
retary for Merchant Marine, un- 
der whom this work and the sev- 
eral bureaus having to do with 
merchant marine may be 
grouped.

The Tariff Situation. 


Wages and standards of living 
abroad have been materially low- 
ered during the past year. The 
temporary abandonment of the 
gold standard by certain coun- 
tries has also reduced their pro- 
duction costs compared to ours. 
Fortunately any increases in 
tariff which may be necessary to 
protect agriculture and industry 
from these lowered foreign costs 
or decreases in items which may 
prove to be excessive, may be 
undertaken in any time by the 
Tariff Commission under author- 
ity which it possesses by virtue 
of the tariff act of 19836. The 
commission during the past rear 
has reviewed the rates upon over 
254 items subject to tariff. 

As a result of vigorous and in- 
dustrious action, it is up to date 
in the consideration of pending 
references and is prepared t 
give prompt attention to any fur- 
ther applications. This proce- 
dure presents an orderly method 
for correcting inequalities. I am 
opposed to any general congres- 
sional révision of the tariff. Such 
action would disturb industrv, 
business and agriculturé. 
would prolong the depression. 

Immigration and Deportation. 

I recommend that immigration 
restriction now in foree under 
administrative action be placed 
upon a more definite basis by 
law. The deportation laws 
should be strengthened. 
lawfully in the country should 
protected by the issuance of a 
certificate of residence. 

Public Health. 


I again call attention to my 
Previous recommendations upon 
this subject, particularly in its 
relation to children. The moral 
results are of the utmost impor- 
tance.

with the problems presented, an 
opportunity to participate more 
fully in the charities their funds 
made possible. 

Thus far the group has helped 
about 85 families, for three to 10 
months, at a cost of $93°3. Outlines 
of the needs of particular families 
are presented to the group from 
time to time and one or more of 
its members supplies the needed 
money, which is spent under the su- 
pervision of the Provident Associa- 
tion. At the end of each month 
the association makes a report of 
its work. 

In most of the families helped 
the breadwinner was unemployed, 
but frequently the situation was 
complicated by sickness, under- 
nourishment, debt or the arrival of 
anew baby. 

“It was the réalization of such 
things,” Mrs. Wade said, “that 
caused us to see the wisdom of 
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leaving to experienced workers the 
handling of delicate problems, The 
amateur who tries to do this on her 
own initiative runs the risk of do- 
ing more harm than good. 

“In this experiment we have 
definite knowledge month by 
month, of what is happening to the 
families we have ‘adopted’ and at 
the same time we know the social 
work is being done by social work- 
ers. 

“In one family, for instance, 
there was a boy of two who was 
undernourished and a girl of nine 
months with rickets. In another, 
the wife had to be taught how to 
care for an invalid husband sand 
sick children. Some of us would 
have felt pretty shaky in meeting 
problems like that.’ 


Work for Mothers Sought by Em- 
ployment Bureau. 

Many families will not need to 
apply to relief agencies if the Citi- 
zens’ Free Employment Bureau can 
find work for the mothers who 
are registered there as unemployed, 
Mrs. R. B. Roof said yesterday in 
a radio talk over station KWK. 
She told of one woman with 10 
children whose husband is unem- 
ployed. The mother, by day work, 
has been able to keep the family 
from depending on charity. Mrs. 
Roof suggested that housewives

“He should receive due credit,” 
adds Mr. Leibenderfer, “both from 
the personal viewpoint ag a player 
and as the creator of the Vander- 
bilt club system, even if he didn’t 
win. Both his play and his system 
were good enough to win the Van- 
berbilt Cup tournament if all mem- 
bers of the team had used it and 
been able to be as efficient as he.” 

The competition was won by 
“The Four Horsemen”—Philip Hal 
Sims, Willard S. Karn, Oswald 
Jacoby and David Burnstine—who 
have made the greatest record of 
any team of four gathered to- 
gether:, largely because every 


member of the combination is a 
tremendously strong player. Mr. 
Leibenderfer holds the view, how- 


ever, that if there had been four 
duplicates of Harold Vanderbilt in 
action against them the result 
would have been different. But 
then, of course, there can never be 
four duplicates of him, any more 
than there can ever be four dupli- 
cates of Hal Sims, who has won 
more national contract events than 
any other player. : 

“Tt wag very clear to me,” says 
Mr. Leibenderfer, “that the Van- 
derbilt system, although perhaps 
difficult to learn, is more efficient 
than the approach-forcing system 
in a competition of such fine play- 
ers, because it enables a user of 
the artificial one-club bid to show 
the hand of intermediate strength. 
This makes it more efficient than 
a method in which the one bid has 
to show everything, ranging from a 
minimum up to almost a game, 
as is the case with the approach- 
forcing method.
